In the December issue you carried an 
article titled “We're Running Out of Min- 
isters.” Actually, Southern Baptists are not 
aware of a minister shortage within the 
denomination. While some churches may 
experience some difficulty in finding a 
minister it is not because Southern Bap- 
tist ministers are not available. 

The article stated that we have a deficit 
of 5,901 ministers. This is very misleading 
and not a true implication, Included in our 
approximately 31,000 churches are 1,338 
with quarter-time preaching and 6,082 
with half-time preaching. Approximately 
15,000 of our 31,000 churches are open- 
country churches. Thousands of these are 
financially unable to maintain full-time 
preaching. 

We have approximately 4000 minister- 
ial students presently enrolled in our five 
seminaries and another 6000 enrolled in 
Baptist colleges and universities. Most of 
our seminaries are overcrowded.

STATE OF UNION: Once a year the na- 
tion gets a physical check-up. How 
complete it is depends, aside from 
political factors, upon the patient's in- 
sistence. This time around, the patient 
(i.e. the nation) was insistent. We had 
all kinds of symptoms: trembling of the 
backbone; hotheadedness; cold feet; 
bad dreams. We told Dr, Ike to be com- 
pletely frank in his diagnosis, to hold 
nothing back. At the same time, we 
wanted to be told something more than 
that we were sick; this we already 
knew. We wanted to know our pros- 
pects of getting well, and what we had 
to do to regain our health. 

Well, he told us—vigorously! 

He said there are eight “imperatives” 
we've got to tackle. (1) Get rid of 
inter-service rivalries; (2) speed up 
the defense effort, especially in mis- 
siles; (3) not only continue but 
strengthen mutual aid; (4) extend for 
five years the trade agreements act; 
(5) promote more scientific co-opera- 
tion with our allies; (6) financially 
encourage education and research by 
the Federal government; (7) cut non- 
priority expenditures to pay our in- 
creased bills; (8) seek co-operation 
between the U.S. and Soviet Russia 
on projects of human welfare. 


MONEY: Following up his State of 
the Union message, the President sent 
Congress his budget askings for fiscal 
1959 (it begins July 1958). He wants 
$73,934,000,000, which includes an 
increase of almost $1% billion in 
defense spending to a total of almost 
$40 billion. On the “civilian” side, he 
proposes cutting costs by $60 million. 

President Eisenhower optimistically 
opines that we can spend more with- 
out raising taxes. This is the way he 
figures: as business expands in fiscal 
°59, there will be more profits for the 
tax cut to bite into; there will be more 
people with jobs and better pay and 
therefore more income tax money pour- 
ing into Washington. The figuring is 
fine, if—and it’s a big, fat if—business 
not only stages a quick comeback but 
expands. This could happen and econ- 
omists are wistfully hoping it will hap- 
pen or start to happen by mid year. 
But nobody knows. If business goes 
down, or even if it stays level, there 
won’t be enough tax money to pay the 
bills (and by the time Congress gets 
through with the budget, the bills are 
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more likely to be steeper than the 
Administration foresees). 

By the way, if you want to know 
how much a billion dollars is, here’s 
one way to picture it: if when you were 
age ten you began spending $38 every 
second, day and night, by the time you 
were age 60 you would have spent a 
billion dollars (and be pretty sick of 
the whole thing). 


FOREIGN AID: What is it? Why do 
some people call it a “give-away”? 
What can it do for us? In the first place, 
out of the $3,868,000,000 slated to go 
to “foreign aid,” $3,085,000,000 is for 
military and defense support assist- 
ance, You can hardly call that foreign 
aid, It’s domestic aid, designed to save 
our hides, through bolstering the hides 
of our allies, That leaves $783,000,000 
in economic aid, and not even all of 
that is without some gimmick that 
makes the transaction a purchase by 
U.S., not a gift. But let’s assume that 
the whole $783 million is, in fact, a 
“give-away,” is, in fact, international 
charity. Then we are about $6 billion 
short of a tithe of our U.S. budget. 
Instead of one-tenth for “charity,” 
we're giving one one-hundredth. That’s 
a giveaway? 

What can foreign aid do for us? It 
can’t do anything for us as long as we 
expect it to do something. If we “give” 
with the idea of getting friendship or 
some other valuable commodity in 
return, what do we more than the 
Russians? 


“DAILY WORKER”: For 34 years to 
the day, it was the mouthpiece of the 
American Communist party. Now it’s 
out of business. The weekly Worker 





will continue, but the old fire-breathing 
daily that loved no one but Uncle Joe 
and sometimes not even him, has gone 
into the already well-populated news- 
paper limbo. The Daily Worker dis- 
continued simply because the Commu- 
nist executive committee voted to cut 
off subsidies. But don’t think it’s a sign 
of American Communist weakness. It’s 
more likely a sign of strength, William 
Z. Foster, former party chairman, and 
other party bigs simply didn’t like 
Editor John Gates, He was too much 
a “Titoist” for them, too independent. 
He had to be silenced. So they took his 
pulp soapbox, slight vantage point 
though it was (5,754 circulation), out 
from under him. 


UNIONS: Mr. Walter Reuther and 
colleagues are in the habit, too, of 
making almost annual pronouncements. 
This time, looking toward April’s nego- 
tiations on renewing the United Auto 
Workers’ contract, Mr. Reuther pro- 
posed that auto manufacturers share 
their profits in excess of 10 per cent 
with not only executives and_stock- 
holders but with the men who make 
the cars and the customers who buy 
them. Whether he’s altogether serious 
is probably not so important as that 
he’s vocal; this quality is sufficient to 
get public attention. That is what Mr. 
Reuther needs as he approaches an up- 
coming investigation on union violence 
and secondary boycotts, of which the 
four-year Kohler strike will offer a 
prime example. Some observers are 
predicting a strike in the auto industry, 
with workers stiffened rather than 
deterred by the querying Senators. 


COURIER’S CUES: Speaking of “foreign 
aid,” more than 60 million persons in 
nearly 100 countries have benefited 
from the 6,500,000,000 pounds of sur- 
plus foods donated by the U. S. Dept. 
of Agriculture in the past five years. 
... The President’s unqualified en- 
dorsement of Secretary Dulles left 
Harold Stassen, unwilling and comba- 
tive subordinate of Dulles, far, far out 
on a limb. 

What the Russians don’t say: their 
800,000 troop cut still leaves them with 
armed forces of 4 million. ... Hint to 
Detroit’s horsepower and wheelbase 
stretchers: British auto makers sold 
85,000 cars in the U.S. in ’57, com- 
pared with 32,000 in ’56.... Televi- 
sion-telephone experimental installa- 
tion is coming this spring. 

The postal rate increase and pay 
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hike will leave the “postal deficit’ 
basically untouched. What’s the an- 
swer—10-cent letters? . . . An Eisen- 
hower trip to London to see the Queen 
is still being talked....We see that 
White House alumni are sounding off, 
especially the Class of ’52.... It will 
surprise some Americans to learn that 
the country getting the most immi- 
grants, excluding refugees, in last 5 
years was Australia; the U.S. was sec- 
ond. Country furnishing most immi- 
grants was Italy, with Germany second.

LETTER: Premier Bulganin tried his 
best to take the wind out of President 
Eisenhower's sails. Almost simultane- 
ously with the Eisenhower State of the 
Union address, Mr. Bulganin whipped 
off another of his communications re- 
questing disarmament, a summit meet- 
ing, etc. You can’t blame him for trying 
to steal the act (and just about doing 
it, too!). It happens all the time in the 
free competition of our own country, 
and there’s no reason for us to be 
caught off guard nor even to be partic- 
ularly indignant. Such are the quali- 
ties that provide the makings of a 
prompt brush-off, a reaction that only 
confirms the utterly mistaken belief of 
some nations that the U.S. is against 
peace. Though we recognize Mr. Bul- 
ganin as the original boy who cried, 
“Sheep!” we still must listen. If we 
don’t like to do business that way, then 
we've got to shout first. And then keep 
up the shouting. 

President Eisenhower has asked 
Russia for an outer-space pact and ban 
on nuclear tests, Fine. But even that 
was simply a part of the answer to 
Mr. Bulganin. Why wait till we get 
another challenge? Why not toss one 
Russia’s way, via the -U.N.? Then an- 
other. And another. 


FRANCE: Premier Felix Gaillard has 
mounted his horse to tilt at the quirks 
in the French Constitution which have 
given the country 25 governments 
since World War II. (Gaillard re- 
minded the nation that in the same 
time, the U.S. has had two Presi- 
dents, and England, three prime min- 
isters.) If he gets his way, the 
government no longer can be removed 
from office simply by losing a confi- 
dence vote in the National Assembly. 
The government would have to be 
defeated by a motion of censure on a 
legislative measure which is passed by 
an absolute majority of the 596-mem- 
ber Deputies. Hostile groups couldn't 
gang up temporarily, as of now, to get 
a government out of office. They would 
have to agree on a genuine program of 
censure, and be prepared to take over

if the government fell. Actually, it’s an 
adaptation of the old inelegant philos- 
ophy, “Put up or shut up.” And we'd 
say it’s time for it, and more power to 
Mr. Gaillard. 


VENEZUELA: Billy Graham called off 
his visit. Why? Simply because the 
country is seething. For almost ten 
years Dictator Marco Perez Jimenez 
has ruled Venezuela with a mailed fist, 
backed up by the army. Last summer, 
Jimenez held a plebiscite, in which 
people were to vote, “Do you like 
Jimenez—yes or no.” But there were 
more than a_ half-million no’s, and 
strong suspicion that there were a lot 
more that weren’t counted. 

On New Year’s Day the Air Force 
staged an amateurish rebellion that 
was quickly put down. It gave Mr. 
Jimenez an excuse to tighten control 
on the press, close schools, move in on 
certain priests and spokesmen of the 
Roman Catholic Church, The priests 
were released following the resigna- 
tion of the Cabinet and the flight of 
the security police chief to sanctuary 
in the Dominican Republic. Not ap- 
peased, students held a demonstration 
in downtown Caracas, shouting, “End 
the dictatorship!” That was the be- 
ginning of the end of Jimenez. So that’s 
why Billy Graham didn’t go to Vene- 
zuela, and why Mr. Jimenez quickly 
sought asylum elsewhere. 


CANADA: The Canadian Liberal 
Party has chosen Lester B. Pearson as 
its new leader, replacing retired for- 
mer Prime Minister Louis St, Laurent, 
who was defeated last June after his 
party had been in power for 22 years. 
The present regime of Conservative 


‘Prime Minister John Diefenbaker is 


apparently not doing so well, or is at 
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least getting the blame for the same 
sort of things U.S. Presidents get 
blamed for—everything from unem- 
ployment to world affairs. 

The Conservatives went in only by 
the skin of their teeth, but the Liberals 
until now had made no deliberate ef- 
fort to defeat the government and 
force an election—probably because 
they had no vital leader around whom 
to rally. They've got one now. 


SPAIN: When Secretary Dulles was 
in Spain, on his way home from the 
NATO meetings, Generalissimo Fran- 
co wept on his shoulder. The $260,- 
000,000 worth of U. S. Strategic Air 
Command bases and the Navy air-sea 
base being built in Spain are, some- 
body is just now realizing, close to 
Spanish cities. The SAC base at Torre- 
jon, for example, is just 15 miles from 
Madrid; Moron is 37 miles from 
Seville; San Jurjo-Valenzuela is 9 miles 
from Zaragoza; the Navy base is 8 
miles from Cadiz. The Spaniards are 
getting jumpy, what with recent dem- 
onstrations of Sputnik-launching mis- 
siles. Also, Mr. Khrushchev has been 
making some pretty pointed remarks 
about what U.S. base-harboring nations 
can expect. So the U.S. is sending a 
“vulnerability mission” to try to calm 
Mr. Franco’s fears.

“DARK” CONTINENT: Africa is getting 
to be quite a busy place. Shortly after 
the Communist-oriented Cairo politi- 
cal conference came off, the assembly 
of the International Missionary Coun- 
cil was held at Achimoto, Ghana, It 
was followed by the first All-Africa 
Church Conference at Ibadan, Nigeria. 
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The IMC meeting was attended by 
200 Protestant leaders from 35 coun- 
tries. 

Merger of the IMC with the World 
Council of Churches was approved in 
principle, Dr. Franklin Fry, speaking 
for the World Council, said the pen- 
alties for postponing integration would 
be “continued separation of things that 
belong together, the overlapping of 
responsibilities leading eventually to 
tensions between the two Councils, a 
waste of the energies of responsible 
church leaders, and a growing im- 
patience.” Canon M.A.C. Warren, of 
England, stated that in his opinion 
“mission and unity do not require ad- 
ministrative unity,” but he would vote 
for the plan “with regrets.” Tragic 
sidelight: While Dr. Charles W. Ran- 
son, general secretary of the Interna- 
tional Missionary Council, was attend- 
ing the assembly, his wife was killed 
near her home at Buckinghamshire, 
England, in an automobile accident. 

At Ibadan, 100 elected delegates 
(of whom 60 were Africans) repre- 
senting churches in 21 African coun- 
tries, discussed “The Church in Chang- 
ing Africa.” Missionary methods and 
opportunities were given a careful 
evaluation while observers from non- 
African countries (including 80 of the 
churchmen who took part in the Ghana 
assembly) looked on. 


URBAN CHURCHES: The first National 
Convocation of the City Church held 
by the United Church of Christ at 
Columbus, Ohio, had some things to 
say about urban Protestantism that 
will stir up the lions. The stage was 
set by statistics showing that Protes- 
tants are less metropolitan than the 
population of the U.S. as a whole. Of 
the 20 largest metropolitan centers, 
only six, a National Council of 
Churches report showed, have more 
Protestants than Roman Catholics. The 
six: Washington, Des Moines, Louis- 
ville, Minneapolis-St. Paul, Columbus 
and Seattle. Only 45.7 per cent of all 
Protestants live in cities; Catholics and 
Jews tend to have most of their num- 
bers in large cities. Most “citified” 
Protestant denomination is Protestant 
Episcopal, with 72.8 per cent of its 
membership in cities, and United Lu- 
therans are next. Least “citified” are 
The Methodist Church (40.3 per cent); 
Disciples of Christ (36 per cent); the 
Southern Baptist Convention (30.4 per 
cent), 

Protestantism’s reputed “anti-urban” 
character got a working over. Dr, Tru- 
man B. Douglass of New York hopes 
the churches can enlist some genuine 
“urbane” Protestant churchmen—the 
kind of individual who can become 
“the man of the city—the metropolitan 
man.” One 6,000-word document 
blames Protestantism’s lack of city 
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impact on the fact that “its piety is far 
removed from the daily practices of 
the masses.” Protestantism, it asserted, 
“has largely become associated with 
the virtues of respectability, moral 
decency, temperance and piety. In the 
inner city, these values are notable by 
their absence.” 

We are of course all for anything 
that will make Protestantism a more 
effective force in our cities. We don’t 
think, however, that in order to stop 
being anti-urban, we've got to start 
being anti-rural. 


CHALLENGE: At Lawrence, Kansas, 
3,400 Methodist students adopted a 
statement which will rock a lot of peo- 
ple back on their heels. It said, in part, 
“We students have been condemned 
in this conference as the ‘uncommitted

generation.’ We admit the truth of the 
designation, but protest the implica- 
tion we are uncommitted either 
through choice or indifference. To the 
contrary, most of us are deeply con- 
cerned over our lack of commitment 
and many of us are actually searching 
for that cause to which we can offer 
unreserved allegiance.” 

The statement pointed out that the 
Church which chides them for their 
uncommitment “proves to be a major 
stumbling block toward commitment. 
... We may be silent and withdrawn, 
but we are not easily misled. The 
Church as she stands now is not, we 
believe, worth our lives. The mission 
of the Church obedient to her Lord is. 
The institution does not impel our 
commitment, but the Lord of the in- 
stitution does.” 

All that the church has called on 
youth to do, the students said, “is to 


perpetuate the peripheral role in which 
she is presently engaged, while the 
urgent issues of the world remain un- 
changed. Some of us wonder if all she 
offers is just contentment, the antithe- 
sis of a commitment. We ask the 
Church to recommit herself more fully 
to her true Lord and mission that we 
may have more reason to heed her 
call.” 

Wow! (But it will take something 
more than wow!—ing, and let’s not for- 
get it.) 


“MARRY YOUR OWN”: One of the 
strongest statements on this we’ve seen 
in a long time comes from the Rev. 
Lucius F. Cervantes, S.J., director of 
the department of sociology at Regis 
College, Denver, in addressing the 
19th annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Catholic Sociological Society. 
“Marry your own,” he says is the, best 
advice for anyone who is contemplat- 
ing marriage. “Those who marry into 
different faiths have four times as 
many divorces and desertions and b=- 
tween two and three times as many 
children with at least one arrest for 
delinquent acts. They likewise have 
more trouble keeping their children in 
the educational system after 16 years 
of age.” Although, he said, religious 
leaders always have stressed the im- 
portance of confining marriages to peo- 
ple of the same faith, “astonishingly 
large numbers of persons marry into 
other faiths.” 

Then these frank findings: One-third 
of Roman Catholics marry outside their 
faith, and of every 10 Catholics who 
do so, “four are lost immediately to the 
faith since their marriage is outside of 
the Church and hence invalid, Of the 
6 out of 10 remaining in the faith at 
marriage to the non-Catholic, two 
more are ultimately lost because their 
interest and nonconformity gradually 
evanesce.” 


IN BRIEF: Giving for religious pur- 
poses in the U.S. for 1957 was about 
$3,425,000,000—an increase of 9 per 
cent over the previous year. . . . Enroll- 
ment in independent theological sem- 
inaries and religious training colleges 
increased one per cent at the opening 
of the 1957-58 academic year.... Died: 
Louis Minsky, managing editor of Re- 
ligious News Service, at age 48. 

An Episcopal church at Glendale, 
Missouri, showed “jazz movies” on six 
successive Saturday mornings. .. . The 
American Bible Society has named 
United Lutheran layman Charles W. 
Baas, as treasurer. . . . Dr, Howard 
Elmo Short has been appointed editor 
of The Christian-Evangelist, a national 
weekly of the International Convention 
of Christian Churches (Disciples)... . 
A course of Bible studies has been in- 
augurated over Washington, D.C., TV 
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station WMAL. Orchids for them! 

A Gallup Poll reports that one mil- 
lion more adults attended church and 
synagogue services during an average 
week in 1957 than in the year before. 
... Heifer Project shipments were 
made to 25 countries during 1957. 
... Southern Baptists have officially 
organized their first congregation in 
New York City—the Manhattan Bap- 
tist Church. .. . Youth for Christ plans 
a five-year expansion plan to combat 
juvenile delinquency. ... The Council 
of Churches of Greater Camden (N.J.) 
and Ministerial Association have urged 
a boycott of merchants who keep open 
on Sunday....A conference of Meth- 
odist leaders has urged that industrial 
chaplains be paid by the churches, not 
by the industry or labor union.

BLUNTED BAN: The District of Co- 
lumbia has eased its ban on establish- 
ments serving liquor within 400 feet of 
a church. The 400-foot rule, which 
applies only in residential zones, was 
in the way of a new restaurant situated 
less than a block from St. Margaret's 
Episcopal Church. The restaurant 
asked for an amendment, which would 
allow the rule to be disregarded if the 
church or churches in question had no 
objection. A spokesman for St. Marga- 
ret’s said it had no objection, and the 
District Commissioners (the three-man 
governing body appointed by the Pres- 
ident) ruled for the amendment. 

All of which means that churches 
in “vulnerable” areas—perhaps those 
areas which need churches most—are 
going to be subject to terrific pressure, 
should somebody want to set up a 
liquor outlet nearby. 


“COCKTAIL PARTY”: The idea of hav- 
ing a liquorless cocktail party would 
be greeted with hoots in many strata 
of Christian American society. But it’s 
surprising what can be done when it 
is necessary. When Mohammed V, 
King of Morocco, was visiting in Wash- 
ington not so long ago he was, of 
course, royally entertained. But the 
King is a leader of Islam, and Islam 
does not accept alcoholic beverages. 

A story in the society pages of the 
Washington Post told how accommo- 
dating we can be when other people’s 
religion is involved—especially the re- 
ligion of the leader of a strategic nation. 
Of one reception for the King attended 
by 1,700 guests: “Guests stopping at 
the half-dozen bars stationed around 
the ballroom, got a shock when they 
found only orange juice, tomato juice 
and rosy-pink fruit punch! ‘Do you 
notice how quiet we all are?’ someone 
said, thinking perhaps of the din usu- 
ally created at cocktail parties.”

Wi 1S JESUS THE CHRIST? 


FO® me, one of the most tragic news stories of the 
recent holiday season was the newspaper de- 
scription of a service conducted in a New York 
church. And I quote: “Three Protestant clergymen 
agreed yesterday that Jesus was ‘perhaps the greatest 
man who ever lived.’ They maintained, however, 
that Jesus did not fulfill the qualifications of either 
the Jewish Messiah or God.” 

Well, now, that just about settles it—or does it? 
When I read that amazing sentence I remembered 
two little boys who one morning puffed up their 
cheeks to blow out the sun. 

It was not what these three clergymen said that 
troubled me, what they said in the Christmas season 
when nearly a billion of their fellow humans were 
worshipping at the manger of The Child. It was not 
what they said that gave me grief and regret. But 
it was the fact that they were identified as “Protes- 
tant clergymen.” How could they be? The Protestant 
faith is inclusive of the very truths, the dynamic 
and eternal facts of Christianity they deny. 

No one may reasonably question the right of these 
men to hold their conclave and puff up their cheeks. 
But it seems to me a sad commentary upon organized 
Protestantism that even the secular press should give 
to these three a place in the Christian Church, the 
“Protestant Christian Church.” 

Christianity, whether Protestant or Roman Catho- 
lic, is a resurrection faith. It goes on from the Judaic- 
Christian tradition and faith to Golgotha, the 
Resurrection, and the Ascension. The Christian 
Church and the Protestant Christian Church live 
now upon these eternal verities. Without them the 
Christian Church would wither and die. 

The news article, to which I refer, identified the 
three clergymen as the Reverend John Haynes 
Holmes, minister emeritus of the Community Church 
of New York, Reverend Donald Harrington, the 
minister, and his assistant, the Reverend John 
Papandrew. Summing up this annual Christmas 
sermon-conversation, Mr. Harrington said: “What is 
important is that Jesus was and not who or what He 
was. Jesus was a man who had a great grasp on 
truth, who knew how to teach it and, most important, 
lived what He taught. Jesus was unequaled in his- 
tory in the skill of illustration as a teacher. He was 
perhaps the greatest man who ever lived.” And that 
was all that these gentlemen had to say about Him.

Mi THE MENACE OF 
DRUNKEN AIR PASSENGERS 


TRANSPORTATION Subcommittee of the 

United States Senate has before it a bill to ban 
the serving of liquor on commercial flights. Hearings 
have been allowed to drag along. Voluminous testi- 
mony for and against the bill has been assembled. 
Generally, the airlines serving liquor in flight oppose 
the bill. And, of course, interested selling agencies 
oppose it. 

But one voice raised in support of that bill is the 
voice that should speak last and have the final and 
conclusive word, It is the voice of the Airline Pilots 
Association. This association on August 21, 1957 told 
Congress that at least 23 airlines in the last two 
years have been seriously endangered by drunken 
passengers. On the basis of experience and in fear 
of public disasters, the pilots’ group strongly sup- 
ports the ban. Specifically the report of the associa- 
tion cited: 

Four instances in which drunken passengers had 
forced their way into the cockpit 

Eight instances in which inebriated passengers 
had created such disturbances in cabins that flight 
crew members were forced to leave their cockpit 
duties to quell them 

Three cases of unscheduled emergency landings 
to remove drunken passengers whose behavior was 
threatening a plane’s safety 

Three instances in which intoxicated passengers 
had damaged windows, doors or pressurization de- 
vices in flight 

Five cases in which drunken passengers had cre- 
ated fire hazards in flight 


F INALLY, this report listed three instances in 
which intoxicated passengers carried pistols and in 
which one of the three drew a gun on a stewardess 
when he asked her for coffee. 

Three of my own experiences aloft support the 
report of the Pilots Association. Who knows but that 
some of the many never-solved complete air disas- 
ters may have been due to the interference of 
drunken passengers?

a lot about it—and then do something. 


And here are some of the things we can do... 
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Tes story is about the kind of person who takes the 
essentially wise motto, “Hear no evil, see no evil,” 
and overdoes it. And about the widespread social prob- 
lem that he simply pretends does not exist. 

Outside of that, he and his kind are fine people—up- 
standing businessmen, community leaders, heads of fam- 
ilies, active in their churches. When the welfare 
organizations ring the doorbell, they contribute gener- 
ously. They are for all kinds of civic improvement— 
except one. They have a blind spot. 

They just won’t face the problem of venereal disease. 
Granted, it’s an unpleasant problem. Most civic problems 
are. Granted, church people live in another kind of 
world. But if church people don’t do something about 
this particular problem, who will? Certainly not the 
people involved in the many-tentacled vice traffic. They 
won't fight the twin evils that blight cities across Amer- 
ica—prostitution and venereal disease. The two evils are 
inseparable, whether folks with their hands delicately 
over their eyes know it or not. 

But three million Americans know it. The United 
States Public Health Service estimates that at this mo- 
ment, two million citizens of all sexes, ages, creeds, 
economic brackets and religion are suffering from either 
primary, secondary, or congenital syphilis. Another mil- 
lion have gonorrhea. That adds up to 3,000,000. And in 
1957, more than 250,000 new cases were reported. Those 
unreported will double that amount. 

Unpleasant? Certainly. But the worst is yet to come. 
More than half the new cases of venereal disease 
reported last year were among youngsters aged 15 to 19. 
The U. S. Public Health Service estimated that in 1956, 
200,000 teen-agers would contract a venereal disease. 
In 13 states, health officials said the rising syphilis and 
gonorrhea rate among youngsters of high school age was 
shocking. And in 1957 the total combined cases of polio, 
tuberculosis, hepatitis and scarlet fever contracted by 
teen-agers didn’t equal the total of venereal infections 
among youngsters under 20. 

“So what,” say too many church people. “It wouldn’t 
happen to my children.” Yet only a few months ago, 
public health officials found that an epidemic of syphilis 
cases in a high school in a Midwestern city could be 
traced to a 17-year-old girl from a respected family. 
Through the human chain of her associates and their 
friends, 23 youngsters were suffering from primary syph- 
ilis. Where did she get it? Tearfully, she confessed, from 
a man ten years her senior. 

So the cycle comes right back to that certain district 
folks know is operating in a certain section of their city 
with the moral disapproval but often with the economic 
sanction of community leaders. Their age-old argument: 
“There will always be prostitution, So we segregate the 
girls in one place where the cops can keep an eye on 
them and doctors can inspect them.”

In one southern city two years ago, the vice squad 
hauled in 418 prostitutes from a “regulated” red-light 
district where the women were supposed to have weekly 
medical inspections, Of the 418 of them, 81 had gonor- 
rhea and 47 had syphilis. 

There were a lot of good people in Galveston, Texas 
in 1953, turning their backs on the concomitant evils of 
prostitution—narcotics, gambling, disease. Some were 
public officials, some hard-working churchgoers and, up 
to a point, sincere and honest Christians. That particular 
point was Postoffice Street, a seedy section of dim lights 
and 42 brothels that made the resort city of Galveston 
famous throughout the United States as the “most wide 
open town in America.” 

Yet, at this writing four years later, there isn’t a single 
brothel operating in the Gulf Coast city of 100,000. 
Most of the city’s 500 prostitutes have gone. The $750,- 
000-a-year traffic in human beings and the $150,000 
paid in graft to certain authorities has, in large measure, 
dwindled to a mere trickle. Yes, Galveston has changed 
and the people who shut their eyes can take no credit. 


Bot the Rev. M. W. Bulgerin, pastor of the First 
Lutheran Church, can take a lot of credit for the cleanup. 
So can James P. Simpson, now Special State Attorney- 
General. They and a few score others who worked tire- 
lessly, often in the face of physical and economic threats, 
to make Galveston a Christian community merit the 
applause of the nation. And so does the American Social 
Hygiene Association. 

To most people, this organization is comparatively 
unknown. The imposing title brings a mental image of 
a large and well-decorated suite of offices in a New York 
City skyscraper from whence comes a flood of pamphlets 
and other literature warning of the dangers of venereal 
disease. Plus an imposing letterhead decorated by the 
names of prominent doctors, sociologists and other emi- 
nent Americans. All true enough, but what isn’t generally 
known is that the American Social Hygiene Association 
can take off the gloves and fight it out with the mobs that 
control prostitution and do it with a “never-say-die” 
spirit that has won them the heartfelt thanks of many 
communities, including Galveston. When it’s necessary 
to get tough, the ASHA can. 

Howard M. Slutes, regional director of the ASHA was 
asked by a handful of Galveston citizens to help them 
clean up the port city in 1953. The ASHA is not a “do- 
gooder” outfit, and doesn’t barge into a community fling- 
ing about wild advice at the people who have lived there 
all their lives. Since 1912 it has come only when invited 
and has stayed only until the job was done. 

If was then that the ASHA, representing a merger of 
many organizations pioneering in the fight against vene- 
real disease, first launched its educational program 
against syphilis and gonorrhea. (Continued on next page) 
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How to Kill 


Your Minister 





By ROY PEARSON 


I DON’T know anyone who really 

wants to kill his minister. Most of 
my friends hold their ministers in high 
respect. Sometimes they disagree with 
them, but still they love them. 

However, many ministers have been 
“killed” inadvertently. To show how it 
is done, I submit the following sugges- 
tions for putting a minister out of the 
way (suggestions I hope no one will 
adopt!). 

1. Cut off his head. A good minister 
needs an incredible amount of knowl- 
edge today. He has to know how to 
preach and teach, how to call on the 
sick and bury the dead, how to lead his 
people in worship, how to take care of 
his church’s property and business in- 
terests. Like a doctor or lawyer, he has 
to keep abreast of the new develop- 
ments in his profession, and he has to 
maintain an educated man’s awareness 
of current trends in literature, science, 
art, politics and philosophy. He cannot 
do this without time. He cannot do it 
unless he can set aside certain hours of 
every day for a program of careful 
study. 

So, one of the surest ways to kill a 
minister is to keep him so busy that he 
doesn’t have any chance to keep his 
brain alive. Look accusingly at him if 
you step into his office and find him 
reading a book. Make him feel guilty 
whenever he sits down at his desk to 
do some thinking. Sooner or later you 
will drive the life out of him. He may 
still occupy the parsonage, and you 
may still find him in the pulpit on Sun- 
day; but from the neck up he will be 
completely and utterly dead. 

2. Pull him apart. Make so many 
impossible demands on him that he can 
do nothing adequately. Insist that he 
spend enough time on his sermons to 
make them masterpieces, but also re- 
quire him to attend all the meetings of 
the ten ladies’ circles. Stress the im- 
portance of his being a “spiritual” min- 
ister, but don’t let him get away before 
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you tell him how sorry you are that he 
is not a member of the luncheon clubs. 
Needle him a little for not doing more 
calling in people’s homes, but make 
sure he knows that you wondered 
where he was when you stopped at the 
church to see him the other day. Ex- 
pect him to be ten men, an expert in 
four or five different skills, a specialist 
in a half dozen widely varied areas. 
Harness him to four wild horses, point 
them toward the major marks of the 
compass, and keep whipping them un- 
til something lets go. 

3. Strangle him. When you called 
him to the church, you asked him to 
be the church’s minister. Presumably 
that meant that you wanted him to lead 
you and the other members of the 
church into a closer knowledge of God 
and a greater ability to serve Him. 
Presumably, too, you had faced the 
possibility that if he really spoke for 
God, he would sometimes say things 
with which you yourself might dis- 
agree. Once you have him under con- 
tract, you can forget all that. As long 
as he says what you want him to say, 
you don’t have to cause him any trou- 
ble. In fact, you can even invite him 
to dinner once in a while. But if he 
comes out for anything that could 
“make trouble”’—put a firm thumb on 
his windpipe. Discontinue your pledge 
to the church or threaten to resign your 
membership. Choose your own particu- 
lar method of drawing the noose tight, 
but do the job thoroughly. See that he 
stays strangled. 

4. Wear him down. This is the 
brain-washing technique, and the di- 
rections are quite simple. If you hap- 
pen to be a farmer and always get up 
at five o'clock in the morning, make 
a practice of calling your minister for 
some trivial matter as soon as you are 
awake. If you never go to bed before 
midnight, give the operator your min- 
ister’s number and have a friendly chat

Forty-six years ago, the problem was 
even more difficult than today in that 
there were a lot more people who 
wouldn’t even discuss the alarming 
rise of the two diseases and the accom- 
panying increase in prostitution. 

Dr. Charles Eliot, president of Har- 
vard, was the first ASHA president and 
a number of prominent clergymen, 
then, as now, were on the national 
board. 

The organization’s brilliant work in 
combating VD during World War I 
and in fighting prostitution around 
Army camps won them national recog- 
nition. During World War II, the 
ASHA also was on the job with the 
combat forces, and their intelligent, 
understanding method of meeting the 
problem brought many official plaudits 
from the White House and the Depart- 
ment of Defense. Currently the ASHA, 
working under grants from founda- 
tions and receiving funds from more 
than 800 united fund drives, is not 
only fighting the war on the venereal 
disease front, but is day and night bat- 
tling the sinister forces of prostitution 
through its able representatives such as 
Howard Slutes who led the rough-and- 
tumble Galveston campaign. 


Fast of all, Slutes wanted the facts. 
To get them he spent four months 
ascertaining the extent of prostitution. 
A trained social worker and a former 
topnotch investigator for the U. S. 
Government, Slutes submitted a report 
that named every active brothel in 
Galveston. His report also included a 
long list of bars frequented by prosti- 
tutes, named the local mobsters who 
ran the vice syndicate, pinpointed the 
narcotic traffic. The ASHA has no 
prosecution powers and wants none. 
It gathers the facts and lets community 
leaders do the rest. 

But Slutes ran into a problem he’s 
been facing in other areas during his 
ten years as an investigator for the 
ASHA. There were a lot of uncon- 
cerned people in Galveston. “Very 
interesting,” they said when they 
glanced over the report that had taken 
four months of hard work. “Very 
interesting.” And promptly forgot it. 

It was a familiar pattern to Howard 
Slutes. But during his investigation, 
several Galveston businessmen and 
clergymen had assured him of their 
support. When it became evident that 
the law enforcement agencies and cer- 
tain of the city fathers were deter- 
mined to let Galveston’s reputation as 
the nation’s most wide-open city stand 
“unblemished,” Slutes suggested to 
those citizens seriously concerned that 
they do something about it. So the 
County Citizens Committee on Law 
Enforcement was formed. 

It was all very orderly and quite

EDITOR’S NOTE: 

AFTER almost 2000 years, only one-third of the world’s 
population is Christian. Today’s high birth rates are 
almost everywhere far outpacing the convert rate. We 
are losing the fight to win the world for Christ. Why? 
Is it because churches and churchmembers no longer 
have an urgent, compelling sense of mission? One’s 
convictions regarding the nature of the Christian mis- 
sion determine the zeal one brings to the task. The 
times demand that each of us frankly evaluate those 
convictions. It is CHRISTIAN HERALD’s hope that Dr. 


McGavran’s article will stimulate such an evaluation. 


Avs IRAM Judson knew precisely why he went to 
Burma: he believed that Christ had sent him. He 
went to do what he believed Christ had commissioned him 
to do—preach the Gospel and make disciples. 

Do we still know precisely why we send out missionaries? 
Do we still have strong convictions about what missionaries 
are supposed to be doing? Do we know unmistakably at 
this moment in history what is the mission of the Christian 
church? 

Much of the evidence indicates that we do not, Our pri- 
mary objective has become diluted. Many churchmembers 
are, in fact, reluctant to believe unequivocally that for this 
era the Christian mission is indispensably unique. 

Judson believed that in America and all the world no 
man comes to the Father except through the Son. The only 
thing that saves, he understood the Bible to say, is faith in 
Jesus Christ. Hence in 1820 as he looked out on the millions

in Burma, he saw lost men—Buddhists and Animists—need- 
ing the Saviour. 

Judson and his fellow Baptists concentrated on winning 
men to Christ and multiplying churches. There were other 
good things they could have done—heal the sick, educate 
the ignorant, champion the oppressed. They did some of 
these as auxiliary tasks. 

But they stuck to propagating the faith as their main 
task, holding that among all the good things possible to 
bring to their beloved Burma, none was as great as salva- 
tion, They also held that as men become disciples of Christ 
and live as Bible-knowing and -obeying Christians, God 
adds to them, as needed, food, clothing and other blessings. 
Because these Americans knew their way in missions, they 
planted a Church in Burma now having about 200,000 
members, which has been called “one of the strongest 
Churches in Asia—self-supporting, self-reliant, evangelistic.” 


Once the churches were established and growing, mis- 
sionaries founded schools and seminaries to educate laymen 
and ministers for the churches. Many Christian young peo- 
ple graduated from Judson College. They themselves now 
carry on many schools. Love of education has become a 
strong trait among Christians in Burma. It grows out of a 
fervent Christianity. 

Today conditions in many parts of the world are much 
more favorable than they were in the Rev. Adoniram Jud- 
son's day. Laymen and the missionary societies they support 
and the missionaries they send should now be able greatly 
to extend the Church. 

We live in a ripening world. This is perhaps the most 
revolutionary and encouraging fact in missions. More pop- 
ulations today are responsive to the Gospel than ever before. 
Many younger Churches can double their membership 


every few years. (Continued on next page)

Help- 
less little people around the world 
quaver and quake as they ponder the 
portentous significance of man-made 
satellites orbiting our planet. 

Our faith, education and general 
outlook on life have come to us through 
words. We were brought to God—to 
the glorious power and beauty of reli- 
gion—through words about the Word 
who has existed since the beginning. 


W E all know that words have power 
for good and evil. They can build or 
destroy; incite respectable people to 
love or hate; to follow their leaders or 
to murder them; to prey on their fel- 
low men or to prostrate themselves in 
prayer to an invisible deity; to trudge 
through rain or snow to vote for their 
favorite candidate or to repudiate a 
candidate they dislike by ignoring him 
at the balloting booth. 

Words can bring a song to the lips 
or sorrow to the soul. They can produce 
tears or laughter, success or disaster. 
They can bring luster and brightness 
to the face of a child or send him to 
bed with a heavy heart. 

Words can change the face of a city; 
build churches, seminaries and. col- 
leges, playgrounds, boys’ clubs, civic 
forums, music organizations, garden 
clubs and better local government.

TEXT: A word fitly spoken is like apples 
of gold in pictures of siluer—Proverbs 25:II 
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Movements which multiply churches 
are now possible in land after land, not 
only in backward tribal peoples but in 
advanced-culture populations. 

This is true, despite many irrespon- 
sive populations which can also be 
found in every land. The world is full 
of a great variety of communities— 
some ripe and some unripe. Many pop- 
ulations have, indeed, set their faces 
like flint against the Gospel. But many 
others are forming living churches of 
Christ. 

Consider the encouraging growth of 
Evangelical churches in Chile where 
one in ten of the population is now 
said to be a Biblical Christian, Look at 
the trebled membership of some de- 
nominations in Brazil. Ponder the five- 
fold growth of the Disciples. of Christ 
in only twenty years in Puerto Rico. In 


Formosa weigh carefully the current 


substantial growth of Presbyterians 
among the Amoy-speaking Chinese 
and the increase from 100 to 7,000 
recently achieved by the Baptists 
among the educated Mandarin-speak- 
ing Chinese. 

In Japan recall that, between 1948 
and 1956, of the millions who paid 
admission to hear Dr. Kagawa, 286,000 
signed cards saying they wished to 
become Christians. Most of these were 
not followed up and did not become 
confessed disciples; but that they sig- 
nified genuine responsiveness is sug- 
gested by the fact that the Oriental 
Missionary Society, which made 
church establishment its chief aim, 
increased its churches from 12 to 86 in 
those eight years. 

And we have not yet mentioned ripe 
tribal populations. In Africa alone, a 
hundred million Animists are going 
somewhere in our life time—to Islam, 
Communism, Roman Catholicism or 
the evangelical faith. Similar condi- 
tions but with much smaller numbers 
obtain in parts of Burma, Indonesia, 
Oceania and India also. Indeed, in 
land after land we find mission after 
mission facing numbers of winnable so 
large that the few missionaries hesitate 
to bring them in lest the resulting 
churches, lacking instruction and guid- 
ance, be sub-Christian. 

Cultured and backward, urban and 
rural, many populations are winnable 
today. As never before, churches can 
be multiplied among them. 

General conditions too are highly fa- 
vorable. When Judson went to Burma, 
not a word of the Bible was available 
in Burmese. Today the entire Bible has 
been translated into 210 languages and 
the entire New Testament into 270 
more. Modern transportation makes 
sending missionaries incomparably eas- 
ier. Many early missionaries died of 
malaria, cholera and other diseases.

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CONDITIONING 


So many new and wonderful things 
are being offered these days to 
those concerned with the health and 
appearance of their hair, that it is 
worth while to take a critical look at 
what really is new and wonderful. In 
order to do this, it is necessary first 
to remember what hair is. 

Hair is not a living substance or 
structure. This fact has important bear- 
ing on many claims made for proce- 
dures commonly recommended for the 
care of the hair. Hair is an outgrowth 
from a tube-like structure in the deep 
layers of the skin, known as a follicle. 
In the deepest part of the follicle lies 
a rounded mass of cells known as a 
papilla, from which the hair grows. 
Close to each follicle is an oil-gland, of 
which the opening leads into the fol- 
licle; thus the hair-shaft is supplied 
with oil, and so is the skin surface. 

The hair itself is composed of a 
horny substance known as keratin. A 
hair is solid in structure, not hollow. 
In cross-section it is circular or oval. 
Its color is determined by deposits of 
pigment within the hair substance. The 
size of hair varies considerably between 
specimens from different races, differ- 
ent people, different hairs from the 
same person and different portions of 
the length of the same hair. So when 
you speak of a_ hair’s-breadth, who 
knows what you mean? 

The diameter of a hair is expressed 
in microns—a micron is one one-thou- 
sandth of a millimeter or one 25,400th 


part of an inch, One hair from a Maya 
Indian varied in diameter from 25 to 
120 microns! Males of all races except 
the Dutch have rounder hairs than 
females; their hair also varies more in 
diameter; but the hair of females shows 
more variation in shape of cross-sec- 
tion, A normal head of hair has 120,000 
hairs, each of which lives four years. 

Hair is one of the expendable parts 
of the body; normally the hair is con- 
stantly falling out and being replaced. 
Everybody has falling hair. That’s no 
problem until the normal replacement 
process bogs down. It is not loss of 
hair but net loss of hair that causes 
baldness to threaten. 

The most immediate problem in re- 
lation to hair is that of cleanliness, and 
so we come to a question received by 
the American Medical Association with 
almost incredible frequency—“How 
often shall I wash my hair?” Why in- 
credible? Because the answer is so easy, 
simple, sensible and inevitable: wash 
it when it needs it! And that depends 
largely on two circumstances, one per- 
taining to the environment, the other 
to the hair. 

If you have just finished a long dusty 
drive, or get caught in a windstorm, 
or have spent the day cleaning an attic 
that hasn’t been disturbed for months, 
or if you have been digging in the 
garden or shooting a round of golf 
and got all sweated up, or if your oc- 
cupation is a dusty or dirty one—then

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HEN the telephone rang, the 
voice asked me to help out on “a 
committee which is being organized.” 
“It won’t take much of your time. 
There will be just two or three meet- 
ings at the most,” the voice promised. 
How could I refuse? After all, this 
friend had agreed to help me on a 
committee when I had called her a few 
weeks ago. 

The first meeting was set for Tues- 
day morning. But it developed that 
one of the members couldn’t come on 
Tuesday, so would Wednesday morn- 
ing be all right with me? 

This meant I had to change another 
appointment to Thursday or maybe 
back to Monday, and kept me busy at 
the phone for half an hour, Came com- 
mittee meeting day and just as I was 
about to leave the house, the phone 
rang again. The person who was to

bring a special report had to be out 
of town, so now the meeting was set 
for the following week. 

At that moment I said, “I’ve had it! 
Somebody had better start a personal 
rebellion against committees.” 

So that’s what I’m doing. 

Committees, I believe in my newly 
liberated state, are the most uneco- 
nomical social invention anybody ever 
dreamed up. Not only are they time- 
and energy-wasters, but are too often a 
crutch to bolster up individuals who 
apparently can’t do anything on their 
own. 

There is no greater fallacy about 
American life today than that the 
committee is the democratic way of 
doing things—that it was, in fact, the 
way our country was founded. Actually 
our country was built by individual 
citizens who took initiative and acted 
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on their own. Suppose Patrick Henry 
had been on a committee? There would 
have been a draft of some long-winded 
resolution copied in triplicate and filed 
away, It takes one man to get up and 
say, “Give me liberty or give me 
death!” 

Well, I decided to have liberty from 
committees. Too many of the ones I 
had been on wasted their substance in 
endless discussion, What started out as 
an original idea by some member of 
the group was so watered down by the 
time it had gone through all minds 
present that it was clear there were a 
dozen reasons why the action couldn’t 
be taken. All that was really needed in 
nine cases out of ten was for someone 
to appoint himself or herself a Com- 
mittee of One to do something. 

Giving up the luxury of committees 
did not mean that I had to give up the 
interests dearest to my heart, but rather 
that I could give them more attention. 

For example, a committee on which 
I had previously served had for one of 
its tasks calling on the sick and shut- 
in. But almost more time had been 
spent on our reports of such hurried 
calls than in actual calling. Each of 
us was supposed to make at least three 
calls during the month. Our monthly 
meeting usually lasted two or three 
hours. At most I had been able to find 
only an hour for my three calls. I 
promised myself that I would now give 
the four hours each month for the calls 
themselves. 

I picked out a rest home to begin my 
experiment. Timidly I made the first 
call on someone I knew slightly 
through our church rolls, In the room 
next to her was a lady who came to 
the door when she heard the strange 
voice, for she was lonely to talk to 
anyone. Then I discovered that a for- 
mer teacher of mine was in the third 
room, Here were three made-to-order 
calls for me. In the more than a year 
that I have stopped by once a week, we 
have grown to be good friends. 

At first I thought I always had to 
take them some little present, but liv- 
ing quarters in rest homes are already 
crowded. What people wanted was 
just to see somebody new walk through 
the door. This doesn’t cost money or 
shopping time. It takes no more time 
than attending a committee meeting. 
It is a project open to anybody, any 
time, any place. You don’t have to suit 
your schedule to a day and hour the 
rest of the committee finds to be the 
most convenient. 

But what of big issues? Shouldn’t 
they be handled by committee action? 
Sometimes I wonder just how much 
good is really accomplished by the 
committees which meet to discuss the 
state of affairs of the world, Last win- 
ter I was an official delegate to a week- 
ly seminar on the Middle East. We 
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read a lot and talked a lot under expert 
leadership. But I can’t see that we 
changed the headlines much. 

This year, as a Committee of One, I 
have invested time in simply packing 
clothes to send to an orphanage in the 
area near Communist-controlled China. 
All I did was to ask one of my friends 
with girls in her family if she would let 
me have the outgrown contents of their 
closets. 

Then I sat down on the den floor and 
folded the garments and put them into 
a heavy carton. With pencil I made a 
simple list, as I packed, of the blouses, 
skirts, belts, dresses. This I copied off 
onto a form supplied by the post office. 
I tied the box with heavy cord and took 
it down and mailed it, I paid the post- 
age myself—and it cost less than a com- 
mittee luncheon or dinner. 

One morning there arrived a letter 
of thanks, including a snapshot of.the 
girls unpacking the box. Their happy 
faces brought a real lump to my throat. 
Here were youngsters whose parents 
had been victims of the Communists; 
about to wear the clothing of the 
daughters of my American friends. As 
a Committee of One I had made some 
sort of visible contribution to the cause 
of international relations. 

Granted that committees may be 
needed at certain levels, and are often 
useful and even indispensable at others, 
when most work actually reaches the 
local community or church, it needs to 
be broken down a stage further into 
the all-important Committee of One. 
Then the “committee” can function at 
its own pace, accept its own responsi- 
bility. Think what would happen if the 
man-hours spent in formulating com- 
mittees could be spent in doing the job! 


Accerrance of responsibility by 
the individual is one of the crying needs 
of the confused world today, leaders 
are fond of saying. But the committee 
system contributes to this lack of in- 
dividual initiative. 

A charming woman of my acquaint- 
ance had been going systematically to 
a girls’ club to help with a sewing 
project; the girls made garments for 
their younger brothers and sisters. She 
got along famously with the children. 
But a new girls’ work committee chair- 
man thought there ought to be some 
formal report of the work done and 
systematic records kept of hours to 
make a good statistical report. My 
friend decided reluctantly that she 
couldn’t take on this clerical work, too. 
Had she been let alone to function as 
a Committee of One, the girls would 
still have their much-needed leader. 

There is genuine satisfaction is do- 
ing something yourself. I know a wom- 
an who used to save magazines to give 
to a central mailing place which sends 
them overseas. One day this woman 
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asked her pastor if he knew of an 
address to which she could mail the 
magazines personally, and he gave her 
the name of a missionary. Now this 
woman, acting as a Committee of One, 
mails the magazines each month, and 
has developed a correspondence with 
some of the folks on the mission field. 
She makes a real contribution to her 
own church circle now when she reads 
some of the letters which have come 
as a result. 

When is it time to organize a Com- 
mittee of One? Whenever you find 
yourself saying, “Somebody ought to 
do something about that.” 

Maybe that somebody ought to be 
you. Not a let-George-do-it committee 
—but vou. Tue END

you wash your hair oftener. If your 
scalp is of the oily type, you wash 


your hair oftener. If scalp and skin are 


dry, yow wash your hair less often. 
Washing removes dirt and the loose 
scales called dandruff, and it removes 
oil from the hair. The former action is 
desirable; the latter is good only for 
those with oily hair. 

So—wash your hair when it is dirty 
or when it grows too oily and there is 
accumulation of scales on the scalp. 

Whether hair is dry or oily, daily 
brushing is good for it. Vigorous long 
strokes of the brush put tension on the 
roots and improve the blood supply. 
The brushing also distributes the oil 
over the hair and improves its gloss. 
The old custom of women giving their 
hair a hundred brush strokes every 
night before retiring makes sound 
sense, even if the long tresses of bygone 
days are out of fashion. Getting a long 
stroke on short hair is impossible, but 
vigorous brushing can be accom- 
plished. 

What’s the best shampoo? Again the 
answer is simple. The market is full of 
products, each claiming to be the best, 
the latest, the most marvelous discovery 
of modern chemical research, So, you 
just choose the one you like best, and 
the chances are that you will do all 
right, If you have dry skin and fine- 
textured dry hair, one of the products 
based on lanolin (hydrated wool fat) 
or other oily smoothers, will be best for 
you, If your hair is thick and oily, a 
shampoo without oil is to be preferred. 

What will shampoos do for dan- 
druffP They'll wash it away. It will 
come back. Then they'll wash it away 
again. And again—and again! 

About the only cautions you require 
in shampooing are against rubbing 
cake soap on your hair; it is difficult to 
rinse off properly. Be sure of a com- 
plete rinsing, no matter what prepara- 
tion you choose. Aside from that, you 
can hardly go wrong. 

And that brings us to dandruff, those 
tell-tale white flakes on your collar 
which cause you to lose good jobs and 
impair your social standing—or so you 
are asked to believe. Dandruff is prac- 
tically universal among people who 
have hair on their heads. If the ab- 
sence of dandruff is any consolation 
to the bald, let us not deprive them of 
this solace. 

Dandruff is a natural result of the 
structure of the skin, which consists 
of layers of cells gradually being 
pushed out by growth of other cells 
below the surface, until the outer ones 
flatten and dry and ultimately flake 
off, This is also what happens when 
one peels after too enthusiastic sun- 
bathing. Such gradual loss of surface 
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from the skin goes on all over the body, 
all the time. In the scalp area, the pres- 
ence of hair holds these flaking skin 
cells until the hair is brushed or the 
head is scratched, perhaps in perplexity 
over what dandruff cure to try next. 
This showers the scales down on the 
collar. 

There is no “cure” for ordinary dan- 
druff, simply because it is a normal 
condition which requires no cure. Au- 
thorities in dermatology do not sub- 
scribe to any theory attributing dan- 
druff to a specific germ or to any germ. 
Therefore no claims for germicidal ac- 
tion can be considered valid. 

There is a condition known as se- 
borrheic dermatitis, in which there is 
flaking of the skin, an inflammatory 
reaction and excessive oiliness. This-is 
not ordinary dandruff; it is not normal; 
it cannot be helped by: any form of 
shampooing. It requires medical treat- 


ment, if net loss of hair is to be pre-' 


vented. 

And that brings us to baldness, of 
which there are several kinds. One is 
due to inflammatory disease of the 
scalp, including seborrheic dermatitis, 
ringworm and other fungus infections; 
a number of skin diseases; and some 
generalized diseases. In this type of 
baldness medical treatment is effective 
if timely but any other kind of treat- 
ment is valueless. 


Harr is sometimes lost as a result of 
acute illness with fever. Such loss is 
usually temporary and the hair returns 
—but don’t bet on its coming in curly, 
as some popular beliefs have it. With 
modern drug treatment for most in- 
fectious diseases, this kind of baldness 
grows more and more rare. 

Hair may be lost as a result of 
poisoning with certain chemicals, one 
of which was once sold as a depilatory 
but is now outlawed. Improved con- 
trol of chemical processes in industry 
renders accidental poisoning increas- 
ingly rare. 

A strange type of baldness is that 
known as alopecia areata or patchy 
baldness. Patches of hair, varying in 
size and shape, are lost from the head 
or turn white. Sometimes other por- 
tions of the body are affected. In an 
extreme form, this may include all hair 
everywhere, even brows and lashes. 
Its cause is unknown. Usually the hair 
returns to the affected area but may fall 
out elsewhere. Many forms of medical 
treatment have been tried. It is usu- 
ally a moot question whether any suc- 
cess attained is due to treatment or 
merely to coincidence. 

Familial baldness is responsible for 
the bald-headed-barber species of hu-

WHY BEA 
REGIMENTED 


READER? 


S Americans we take a ready, even militant pride in our right to read. 
We resist any attempt, from whatever quarter, to abridge that basic 
freedom. But to retain their validity and their vitality, rights need exercise. 
Unless we vote, democracy becomes anemic. Unless we read, the right 
to read may wither of neglect. 

Today we need, together with the guarantee to read freely, more free 
readers. 

Regimentation in reading has been growing apace in recent years. Much 
of the difficulty lies in the economics of the book business itself; a large 
part of it is upon our own shoulders, 

U. S. book presses poured out about 12,000 new titles in 1957 and we 
wonder for a moment who read them all. We are slightly embarrassed to 
find that as book buyers and book readers we Americans do not measure up 
to our accomplishments as book producers. 

A Gallup survey revealed that in a recent 12-month period 61 per cent 
of American adults admitted that they had not read a single book (excepting 
the Bible). This spring we are going to have our first “National Library 
Week” to call attention to the patient, helpful institutions which have been 
bringing us riches for years and which we have taken for granted. 

We must become concerned, if we stop for a moment to think, whether 
we are indeed destined to become a nation of “lazy minds.” If 61 per cent 
of us don’t read books, what about the other 39 per cent? What is happening 
to them? Why are they reading the books they are reading? What are the 
influences that bear upon these faithful? 

Talk about “hidden persuaders”! There is nothing “behind-the-scenes” 
about these motivators. They need no psychological aids. The facts and the 
figures are right on the table, ready to be examined. There is nothing 
dangerous about them, nothing to be condemned. But they do make of our 
national reading habits a kind of blind-man’s buff. The danger lies in our 
willingness to float with the tide, like so many single-celled animals, rather 
than to swim against the current. 

Certainly one of the “persuaders” is the influence of our so-called “best- 
seller” lists. Actually this is a misnomer, for these (Continued on next page)

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lists fail to take into account the sales 
of Bibles or dictionaries. Most of the 
time they cover hard-bound books 
only. But since they are supposed to 
tell us how a book is doing sales-wise 
against other books in its field, they 
become the sun of the book world solar 
system. 

Best-seller lists no doubt have a 
genuine commercial value. Just as it is 
interesting to know what one auto is 
doing sales-wise against other autos, it 
is interesting to know that one novel 
is outselling another, But is there a 
potential car buyer who purchases a 
Ford instead of a Chevrolet or Ply- 
mouth simply because it heads the na- 
tional sales lists? He buys the Ford (or 
Chevy or Plymouth) because after 
some study he is convinced that it is 
the car for him. Or he may reject all 
three, and decide on something else. 

But in books, it is different. There is 
the widespread tendency to read a 
book simply because it is a best seller, 
not because it has any special interest 
or value for you. If you dare to admit in 
social conversation that you have not 
read James Jones’ new one, Some 
Came Running, or even worse, that 
you tried to read it and found it dull, 
you have committed a faux pas. 

If you try to argue for instance that 
Conrad Richter’s 1957 novel called 
The Lady was, in its way, as exciting a 
writing feat as James Gould Cozzens’ 
By Love Possessed, all you get in re- 
turn are quizzical looks. 

Best-seller lists do have a validity, 
of course, but as a firm guide to any 
individual’s reading they serve a dubi- 
ous purpose. Obviously only a handful 
of books can make the winner’s circle, 
and many first-rate efforts never come 
even close. On the other hand, many 
second-rate books, by dint of heavy 
promotion and careful publicity, 
achieve a sales record at the expense 
of far more significant and vital works. 

The job for the intelligent reader is 
to be always discriminating, to be 
guided by what he wants to read, to 
read for his own pleasure and his own 
profit and not to impress the crowd. 

Browsing is part of the fun of buy- 
ing a book. And why not get your full 
money’s worth? Make it a point to look 
at three or four books at least before 
you buy one, even though you think 
you've made up your mind. There is 
nothing like the fun of “discovering” a 
book for yourself. Good writing often 
needs discovering. Be an explorer. 

Like the best-seller lists, the book 
clubs, a fairly new development in the 
book industry, have tended to chan- 
nelize reading. 

There are many valid defenses for 
the book clubs. They have without 
question become a kind of financial 
bulwark for the trade; they have fre- 
quently put well-deserved dollars inte 
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the bank accounts of authors and pub- 
lishers; they have indeed brought 
books into every remote cranny of the 
country where no book store could 
ever hope to exist; they have perfected 
a painless way of collecting a good 
personal library. It is a wonderful 
windfall for the book which receives 
the accolade, 

But what about the truly good book 
that never gets the “nod?” The “selec- 
tion,” with all this assured income from 
the book club to its credit, gets the big 
advertising play. It gets the big “word 
of mouth” boost. The unselected book 
may, if it is lucky, be “discovered.” 
Otherwise, it simply tags along in a 
kind of literary limbo. 

As one distinguished book publisher, 
Alfred A. Knopf, recently asserted in 
an article in The Atlantic: “And so it 
becomes more and more difficult to get 
a reasonable hearing for a book that is 
simply good—not a world-shaking 
masterpiece, not the choice of a major 
book club, not to be made into a super- 
colossal movie, but just a good book in 


_which its publisher and author both 


believe and which several thousand 
Americans would probably read with 
pleasure and profit if they ever laid 
hold of it.” 

Book publishing is by its nature a 
subjective business. It lacks the rigid 
formula of selling steel or running a gas 
station. It is a business of personalities 
and opinions. It is a business with a 
large element of the speculative and 
the personal preference. This is true 
from the raw material of the manu- 
script to the way a string is tied around 
a book package. 

Within the bounds of the balance 
sheet, a publisher can afford to exercise 
his preferences. He may prefer to pub- 
lish books about the outdoors, about 
the sea, or about birds, But always he 
is looking for the nugget, for the best- 
seller, for the one book that may carry 
a dozen others. At the same time, he 
has an organization to maintain, and 
the overhead keeps rolling along. It 
takes books to feed the mill. So many 
which deserve only a kindly oblivion, 
get published. The situation becomes 
more muddled and the reader more 
confused. Amidst the welter of thou- 
sands of new books, the good, but 
modest little book, destined perhaps 
for a discriminating audience, gets lost. 

Even if it does get published, book- 
sellers frequently give that little lost 
book the cold eye. They, too, have 
preferences. More than that, why load 
inventories with slow-moving titles? 
Give the space to those books which 
get the promotion dollar afforded by 
best-sellers or book club selections. 

There is little room in this scheme 
of things for the “old-fashioned” book- 
seller who knew and loved each book

MY ARABIAN DAYS AND NIGHTS, by 
Eleanor T. Calverley (Thomas Crowell, 
192 pp., $2.95).

THE OLD FARMER’S ALMANAC 
SAMPLER, edited by Robb Sagendorph 
(Ives Washburn, 306 pp., $5). 


Since 1792 each year without fail, The 
Old Farmer’s Almanac has arrived to glad- 
den the fireside, not only of the farmer 
but of all Americans who have a yen for 
the homespun, In this year of grace, the 
volume, which in the homes of countless 
pioneers occupied a place second only to 
the Bible, is still, I think, better and with 
a more universal appeal than that of any 
calendar. It is comprehensive and serves 
as your weather man—and doesn’t miss 
much more frequently than its twentieth- 
century scientific competitor! It has ad- 
vice on medicine but does not offer to 
take the place of your doctor. Its miscel- 
laneous information ranges from signs of 
the zodiac to the latest “gags”’—and you 
may get a few chuckles at the ways of 
your ancestors. Here is a volume always 
unique in the broad field of Americana. 


THE GREATNESS OF OLIVER CROM- 
WELL, by Maurice Ashley (Macmillan, 
382 pp., $5). 


The most readable and to me convinc- 
ing book that I have yet read about 
Oliver Cromwell. Some things in the life 
of this amazing conqueror are difficult to 
explain, difficult to reconcile with his 
conquering faith. But this author comes 
nearer to explaining Oliver Cromwell than 
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any other with whom I am acquainted. 
Just about everything is here, and there 
is honesty of fine writing that is most im- 
pressive. After 300 years a renowned his- 
torian has accepted the challenge of one 
of history’s greatest opportunities and has 
done a full-bodied portrait. The picture 
is painted against a social, religious and 
military background of vast proportions. 


A NOTE OF GRACE, by Betty Single- 
ton (World, $3.50). 


A remarkably vivid and dramatic story 
that moves into the heart of inter-faith 
relationships with dynamic ‘ authority. 
Clean and strong, it is worthy of the atten- 
tion of the reader whatever his or her 
faith may be. The story itself carries full 
weight in its own right. 


AT THE FOOT OF THE CROSS, by an 
imprisoned pastor behind the Iron Cur- 
tain (Augsburg, 210 pp., $3). 


I judge this to be the finest book for 
Easter reading and meditation that has 
come to my desk in a decade. It is intimate, 
exquisitely beautiful, reverential and com- 
pelling. The author himself has paid the 
price of his spiritual achievement and he 
shares it now with his readers. 


CHRIST BE WITH ME, by Walter Rus- 
sell Bowie (Abingdon, 137 pp., $1.75). 


One of the most resourceful writers in 
the broad field of religion is the author of 
this generous volume of daily meditations 
and personal prayers. The pages carry a 
unifying theme, viz., the Resurrection of 
Jesus—of what He said and what He was. 
The material is so written and arranged 
that I find here one of the most helpful 
and rewarding volumes of Lenten read- 
ing. 


SOUTH OF TOKYO, by John C. Caldwell 
(Henry Regnery, 160 pp., $3.50). 


John Caldwell is an inspired, factual 
writer. No author who has covered the 
Far East during and since the Communist 
occupation of the mainland has written 
with such objective authority. His first 
book, The Korea Story, marked him as a 
serious student and searching appraiser 
who wrote with clear and fascinating style. 
His book, Still The Rice Grows Green, and 
others that have followed have added to 
his literary stature. South of Tokyo is 
definitely the best and timeliest of the 
many volumes dealing with the chaotic 
political situation in Southeast Asia. It is 
a convincing answer to those who advo- 
cate recognition of Red China and the 
liquidation of Chiang’s government. Cald- 
well is perhaps the most widely traveled 
of all who have covered the temporary 
world scene—and he is the most intensive. 
A “must” book. 


KILOMETER 95, Herbert Russcol and 
Margalit Banai (Houghton Mifflin, 335 
pp., $4). 


A first and fine novel which comes 
straight from inside Israel, it sheds light 
on the border clashes leading up to the 
Sinai War between Israel and Egypt. A 
fascinating picture of life as it is today in 
Tel Aviv and on the Gaza border, with a 
strong love story. Not for church libraries. 
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66A remarkably vivid and dramatic story...

PRING comes to the Holy Land. 

Anemones, the lilies of the field, 
nod gently in the breeze; the green 
grain sways, and the sun gleams 
brightly on the beautiful blue sea of 
Galilee. Soon it will be Easter. Then, 
will you long, as I do, to walk where 
Jesus walked? 

Then go as I will again be going— 
by book. 

Is such a trip as this your dream un- 
fulfilled, for lack of money? Deferred, 
because of international — tension? 
Would you like to know more inti- 
mately the lands about which you are 
studying or teaching? Then, the magic 
of books can take you on a tour 
through Bible Lands, conducted by 
congenial author-companions. 


Laurence Sterne once said, “I pity 
the man who can travel from Dan to 
Beersheba, and cry, “ Tis all barren!’ ” 
Certainly the active churchmember’s 
knowledge of the Bible precludes that 
ever happening to him. But reading 
before—or instead of—a trip to Bible 
Lands is, I think, like diamond cutting. 
Each new facet provides an added 
surface for reflection of light. Learning 
more of the countries and life of the 
people of the Middle East will make 
your Bible bigger by increasing your 
understanding of the Bible. Your Sun- 
day-school lessons will gain fresh real- 
ity and aliveness. Travel, whether by 
boat or by book, can be broadening, 
and preparation by reading will enrich 
your journey through Bible Lands and 
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through the Old and New Testaments. 

Suppose we set up a reading itiner- 
ary. You will vary it, for the by-ways 
into which your interest takes you will 
be as rewarding as the highways that 
lead you to them. Armchair travel has 
its advantages. You can stop where- 
ever you like as long as you like and 
with no reservations! No visas or vac- 
cinations needed, either. And your 
feet won't hurt—though they'll prob- 
ably itch. 

Ready? There’s just one must. Be 
sure to take your Bible with you. You'll 
want to refer to it often, re-reading the 
events it describes. 

Have you ever studied the maps in 
the back of your Bible? They’re fasci- 
nating. And did you notice the one that 
includes all the lands of Bible? They 
cover the coasts of the Mediterranean, 
or Mare Nostrum. Travelers— armchair 
or otherwise—planning a trip to Bible 
Lands should get a background for 
each country they visit, learning of 
climate, customs, Biblical history. 


, Many changes have occurred in 


maps since Biblical times. Palestine has 
been divided into Israel and the Has- 
hemite Kingdom of Jordan. The Eu- 
phrates River no longer flows through 
Mesopotamia, but Iraq. And what of 
the cities of Paul’s journeys? Which 
are what modern ones and where? A 
good atlas will give you the answers 
to your questions—with maps for the 
present as well as for various periods 
of history. Topographical maps show 
the valleys and mountains, the rivers, 
the plains and the desert. After you see 
how rugged the country is, you will 
appreciate more Abraham’s_ walk 
through the length and breadth of the 
land ...or the words, “They shall run 
and not be weary.” 

Nelson’s Atlas of the Bible is a beau- 
tiful book with page-size 14% x 10%”. 
There are 35 exquisitely drawn maps 
and over 400 photographs, plus an 
absorbing text. I especially like the 
article telling of the difficulties map 
makers have in determining locations 
of Biblical places after many centuries 
have passed, many civilizations sup- 
planted one another. 

The Westminster Historical Atlas of 
the Bible is very good for general use. 
Its text makes stimulating reading, 
easy for all age-groups, and its com- 
parative maps are worthwhile for 
study. Its page size is also large. 

And here’s a book that gives maps 
and correlates them with a complete 
and valuable history and geography 
text. Rand McNally’s Atlas of the Bible 
summarizes the stories and events from 
Genesis through the death of Paul, fol- 
lowing the arrangement of the books 
wherever possible, yet keeping a logi- 
cal time sequence.

To this day a sense of bankruptcy steals over my “Not giving up, but 
spirit if either the sacred Scriptures or the most stimulating expositions of the age growing up”—HENRY 
are long neglected. 
Lenten reading can become a rewarding experience, For all, it can become an 
occasion for greater faithfulness in Bible study. For some, it can serve as an 
occasion also for establishing reading habits that profit from relevant contempo- 
rary statements of the eternal Gospel. For many—all too many, alas—whom Good 
Friday and Easter overtake with a feeling of unpreparedness and shock of spirit, 
| the daily discipline of devotional and inspirational reading can become a source 
of new buoyancy of soul.

Choose three new books which seem 
to match three older books (perhaps 
one reflects a Bible book), then read 
them together and spend six stimu- 
lating weeks with them. 

If you do this I can guarantee a 
joyous Easter, for Lenten discipline 
leads to Easter fulfillment. 


ALAN REDPATH, Pastor, Moody 
Church, Chicago, t!.: In these days when 
speed and noise govern so much of 
our lives, I believe that there is an ur- 
gent necessity for us to slow down and 
be quiet in the presence of God. Traffic 
accidents which take such a toll on our 
highways are being challenged by the 
slogan, “Slow down and live.” Many 
a spiritual collapse is caused by the 
pace and pressure of Christian living. 
We need to slow down to live more 
abundantly in the power of the in- 
dwelling Christ. 

There could be no better time than 
the Lenten season for us to set apart 
an extra hour each day for disciplined 
and quiet reading and waiting upon 
God. We will never, of course, find 
time for such an exercise and disci- 
pline; it is time which we will have to 
make—driven to it by the sheer neces- 
sity of pushing our roots deeper into 
the fundamental principles of Christian

living. To aid us in such a valuable 
exercise of mind and heart, there are 
many excellent books, one or two of 
which I would specially commend to 
you at this season. 

One would be The Suffering Sav- 
iour, meditations on the last days of 
Christ by Krummacher, or Light from 
the Cross, by Tholuck. Then again, 
Andrew Murray’s little book, The 
Power of the Blood of Jesus is an excel- 
lent meditation, But then, there are 
hundreds that are splendid. The main 
thing, I believe, is that we face the 
danger of the barrenness of a busy life 
and deliberately at this Lenten season 
seek to cultivate the almost lost art of 
meditation. 

To be really practical, I believe in 
the value of talking personally to my 
body, reminding myself that I am not 
my body but that I live in it and 
reminding the tent in which I live that 
while I am prepared to go and eat 
three times a day with it, it must on 
the other hand come with me three 
times a day to seek the face of my Lord 
in prayer. As J. B. Phillips puts it in his 
Letters to Young Churches, “And don't 
let the world squeeze you into its 
mold.” 


PAUL S. REES, Pastor, First Covenant 
Church, Minneapolis, Minn.: Christians 
have sound reasons for welcoming the 
quality of reading that the mood of the 
Lenten season makes appropriate.

ster’s They Met at Calvary, which 
appeared in Lent a year ago.

For unless we keep the light of that 
Cross in our eyes, we are doomed to 
be children of the abyss—unlighted and 
unredeemed. We can’t have too many 
books—if competently written—such as 
William J. Wolf's No Cross, No Crown 
and Ralph Turnbull’s The Seven Words 
from the Cross, both of which began 
circulating in our 1957 Lenten season. 

Lenten reading, I should add, is 
important because it is done in a sea- 
son when the reflective element in our 
nature runs deepest and highest. The 
literature that “shores up” our weak; 
ened bulwarks of belief is eminently 
fitting. If Christians in America need 
to be more loving toward Christ—as of 
course they do—they need also to be 
more literate about Christ. 


D. ELTON TRUEBLOOD, Professor, 
Earlham College, Richmond, Ind.: Lenten 
reading is important because the Chris- 
tian faith is important. We are so made 
that we need one another, especially 
in great matters, and reading is one of 
the chief ways in which the lone indi- 
vidual gets help. Every mind, no mat- 
ter how competent it may be, needs 
the stimulus which other minds, past 
and present, can give. What reading 
does is to enlarge enormously the fel- 
lowship of stimulation, By means of 
reading, the stimulating circle about 
the hearth fire is largely freed of the 
limitations of space and time. 

Though there is much wonderful 
reading to be done during Lent, my 
chief proposal to my fellow Christians 
is that this season become a time of 
intensified reading of the Bible. Too 
many know the Bible only in snippets, 
such as they hear in public worship. 
Many serious Christians have never 
once read a single book of the Bible 
straight through from beginning to 
end, Others read more about the Bible 
than the Bible itself. I am glad to echo 
the great words of Kierkegaard, “Read 
the New Testament without a com- 
mentary.” 


PETER VROOM, Pastor, Baptist Temple, 
Philadelphia, Pa.: The six weeks of Lent 
offer an excellent opportunity for the 
Christian to rethink his position as a 
child of God. 

With the world in a state of chaos, 
when confusion seems to be the order 
of the day, the Christian needs to fix 
his mind on those absolutes which time 
and confusion cannot affect. To me, 
it is a great source of comfort to know 
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that Christ is the same yesterday, to- 
day, and forever; that nothing over- 
whelms Him; things bear His meaning 
and not the world’s. 

The reading of great biographies is 
always helpful. David Livingstone—His 
Life and Letters, by George Seaver, 
and To the Golden Shore, by Courtney 
Anderson, which narrates the life of 
Adoniram Judson, have done much to 
reassure me of the personal, vital rela- 
tionship one can have with God under 
any and all circumstances; and that 
God will lead anyone who is willing to 
be led. Another source of blessing and 
strength is the book Imitation of 
Christ, by Thomas a Kempis—old, 
but ever new. 

The Christian who will expend the 
time and effort in effective reading 
during the Lenten season, will find the 
practice so rewarding that the words 
of Jesus, “I am come that ye may have 
life and have it more abundantly,” will 
have new meaning. 


CHARLES M. CROWE, Pastor, Wil- 
mette Parish Methodist Church, Wilmette, 
il.: Protestant Christians need to be 
better informed about their faith. The 
spiritual illiteracy of the average lay- 
man is distressing. This is due in large 
part to the fact that comparatively 
few churchmembers ever read books of 
solid value about the Christian faith, 







its real meanings and its high purposes 
for life and society. Lent provides a 
natural time to catch up with our often 
postponed good intentions in this 
direction. It is a period of renewal. 
One of the most fruitful ways to 
give our faith new vitality, deeper 
roots and wider dimensions is to read 
a book a week dealing with living 
Christian ideas. This would be a spirit- 
ual discipline of permanent value. 


ROY A. BURKHART, Senior Minister, 
First Community Church, Columbus, O.: 
During the season which leads to the 
anniversary of the resurrection of our 
Lord, I personally like to read the 
Gospel of John and the Book of Acts— 
in the Revised Standard Version. 

Creative Prayer, by E. Herman is a 
classic. Chapter two is one of the finest 
statements on silence I have ever read. 
Two other books on the life of prayer 
which have had special meaning to 
many people in all walks of life are 
Marguerite Bro’s More Than We Are 
and Douglas Steere’s On Beginning 
from Within. Also, The Best of Ralph 
Waldo Trine is a very enriching book. 

One of the most significant books I 
have read in a long time is The Doctor 
and the Soul, by Viktor Frankl. This 
is a profound book and gives insight 
into the nature of being, of work, of 
life and of death.

reader together with a kind of mystic 
pre-ordained union. 

Too often a call at a book-store for 
some off-beat lesser known title, brings 
a condescending smile, or even total 
silence. Sometimes, you get the admis- 
sion that it was never stocked. Occa- 
sionally a helpful clerk will try to help 
by suggesting the placing of an order 
coupled with the warning that it may 
take weeks to fill. There is nothing to 
cool book-buying excitement more 
than a long wait. There is nothing that 
will help a book more than the genuine 
interest of the book-seller. He or she 
can do more than thousands of dollars 
in promotion, ecstatic reviews, etc. 

Precisely why there are maladjust- 
ments in the book distribution system 
is not within the province of this 
reviewer to explain. But calls from 
indignant readers who wonder why 
they can’t purchase a book reviewed 
in the paper brings the whole problem 
into the spotlight. Someday an ingen- 
ious sales engineer will figure out a’way 
to bring the right book to the right 
buyer, or vice versa. Right now, it 
seems to happen by pure chance. 

The critics and reviewers (there is,

If you admit to 
reading Washington Irving, you get a 
sympathetic shake of the head. Rip 
Van Winkle has gone back to sleep. 

Clearly what is needed are more 
independent, more free readers, un- 
shackled from such devices as “best- 
seller” lists, willing to mine for their 
own gold. We need readers who enjoy 












books for their own sake. We need 
readers who value books. 

For the sake of good, free writing, 
we need good, free readers—millions of 
them.

Cradle of Our Faith, by John C. Trever 
(Newsphoto Publishing Co., San An- 
gelo, Texas) portrays the Holy Land as 
the cradle of Christianity, Islam and 
Judaism. Each color photo has a short 
description of history. Journey to Israel 
is a fine picture guide, Its black and 
white, matte finish photos are equally 
divided between Holy Land scenes 
and developments in modern Israel so 
that this book may be most appropriate 
for the actual traveler (Monde Press, 
White Plains, N. Y.). 

Would you like a “tour director”? 
There are several authors who’ve won 
distinction in travel writing. Their 
books give you the benefit of many 
more trips through Bible Lands than 
you probably ever hope to make, In 
providing valuable religious and _his- 
torical background, they combine 
scholarship and readability. Each au- 
thor tells of his companions along the 
way, the stories and impressions of the 
places he visits, and the interpretations 
of the feelings he experiences, You get, 
with him, an all-pervading sense of 
peace as you rest under ancient olive 
trees that must have sheltered the Sav- 
iour; or, in the Garden of Gethsemane, 
receive a gift of a tiny blue flower or an 
olive leaf. These are you-are-there 
books, sensitive and vivid, evoking the 
mood and color of each country. 

The travel prose of H. V. Morton 
suggests poetry, and his gift of visual- 
ization is superb. Read In the Steps of 
the Master and see for yourself. A 
shorter version of this book, adapted 
for family reading, is titled In the Steps 
of Jesus. It will help to answer many 
questions younger readers ask. 

Made to order for your trip is Mor- 
ton’s Through Lands of the Bible. In 
it you travel with him from Syria to 
Baghdad, Ur, Babylon, Cairo, Damas- 
cus, Palestine, Haifa, Iraq, and Rome. 

Taking the Acts of the Apostles as 
his guidebook, Mr. Morton made three 
trips through Asia Minor and along 
the Mediterranean seaboard. In the 
Steps of St. Paul compares and relates 
conditions during his visits with those 
in St. Paul’s time. 

In somewhat this same area is Lord 
Kinross’ Europa Minor (Morrow), tell- 
ing of his trip along the coast of mod- 
ern Turkey. Another of his books, 
Within the Taurus includes his climb- 
ing of Mt. Ararat, as he followed the 
ancient trade routes. 

If you’d like to learn more about 
Rome, be sure to see the newest Mor- 
ton book, A Traveler in Rome. (All 
the Morton books are published by 
Dodd, Mead.)

Most people know Adam Clarke as a great 
Bible expositor. But few people know the 
intensely interesting human side of his 
life as portrayed in this biography.

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quality is Harriet-Louise H, Patterson. 
Her Around the Mediterranean with 
My Bible (Judson) is delightful and 
inspiring reading. 

Pierre van Paassen’s pilgrimage had 
a dramatic beginning. Trapped in a 
tunnel cave-in during World War I in 
France, he prayed and—in a moment 
when he had an intense feeling of 
God’s presence—vowed that should he 
be saved, he would walk the paths 
where Jesus walked. His story is told 
in A Pilgrim’s Vow (Dial). His style 
is clear and direct. Some of his com- 
ments on the chaotic international sit- 
uation are as applicable today as they 
were when he made his journey in the 
20's. 

There are many more pilgrimage 
stories. Nelson Glueck provides an il- 
lustrated tour, complete with Biblical 
and historical excursions, of The River 
Jordan (Westminster) from its sources 
in the snows of Lebanon and Hermon 
to the point where it merges with the 
waters of the Dead Sea. Harry Emer- 
son Fosdick has written Pilgrimage to 
Palestine, published by Macmillan. 

In any travel account you read, you 
will see daily life much as it was in 
Jesus’ time, Carpenters still work in 
Nazareth. Women come from Mary’s 
well bearing water pitchers upon their 
heads. Plowmen follow the rude wood- 
en plows drawn by yoked oxen, and 
Palestinian shepherds are seen leading 
their sheep. How much there is to 
learn from the present of life in Bible 
times! 

A valuable source is Harper’s Ency- 
clopedia of Bible Life, by Madeleine 
S. and J. Lane Miller. Don’t let that 
word “encyclopedia” scare you. This 
one is fascinating—and easy to read. 
It’s arranged by topics, such as: agri- 
culture, animals, apparel, defense, 
foods, worship. There are interesting 
subheads that tell of foods which Jesus 
used as symbols, of methods of culti- 
vation Jesus described. There are 
several paragraphs about animals men- 
tioned in the Bible. From text and 
pictures you learn how people looked, 
dressed, worked, what kind of jewelry 
they wore, what they ate, their hand- 
work or crafts, their buildings—houses, 
hospitals, libraries, gymnasiums. This 
would be a wonderful book to have in 
vour home, and is especially helpful 
for ministers and teachers. 

Everyday Life in Old Testament 
Times, by Eric Heaton (Scribner's), 
will enable you to see clearly the char- 
acters of the Old Testament as the 
vital and colorful people they were. 
Drawings for this book were done by 
noted illustrator Marjorie Quennell. 

Everyday Life in New Testament 
Times, by A. C. Bouquet (Scribner’s), 
tells how men and women lived in 
Palestine and the eastern Mediterran- 
ean world during the first century of 
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Christianity. Centered about ordinary 
people, it tells what happened when 
children were born, how they were 
reared, what a wedding was like, how 
bills were paid and letters written, and 
all manner of things. It deals more with 
life in the Roman Empire than with ' 
that in Judea. Both books would be 
helpful to teachers. 

The influences of geography on life 
are interpreted by Denis Baly in 
Geography of the Bible (Harper). It 
describes the geology, climate, animal 
and plant life of Israel and Jordan and 
the ways in which the over-all environ- 
ment thus created effect social change. 


[vrortant to daily life were 
plants. The Bible makes much mention 
of them—spices, balms, and fruits as 
well as flowers, If you’re a nature lover 
—or just plain curious, you'd like to see 
how these really looked, what they’re 
called today and learn something of the 
legends and stories told of them over 
the centuries. All the Plants of the 
Bible (Harper), by Winifred Walker, 
has 114 black and white photos of her 
paintings. Each is “life-size” and cap- 
tioned with the most familiar Bible 
verse in which the plant is mentioned. 
Facing each illustration is a page 
describing how the plant grows, its 
uses and its folk lore attributes. 
Archaeologists have provided us 
with a treasury of information on life 
in Biblical times. If you travel, you'd 
visit museums to see their findings— 
concrete evidences which verify the 
Bible. And archaeology books make 
stimulating and rewarding reading. 
Just to mention a few: Archaeology 
and the Religion of Israel (Johns Hop- 
kins), by noted scholar William F. 
Albright; The Bible as History, by 
Werner Keller (Morrow); Light from 
the Ancient Past, by Jack Finegan 
(Princeton University). Many of these 
books are highlighted with photo- 
graphs of unusual subjects, of statues 
and paintings and of scenic views not 
included in most travel accounts. 
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The most recent, exciting discovery 
was the ancient Dead Sea Scrolls. 
Several books have discussed them and 
their implications for Biblical scholar- 
ship. Edmund Wilson’s The Scrolls 
from the Dead Sea (Oxford) is one 
absorbing report. 

In his new book, Jesus in His Home- 
land (Scribner), Sherman E. Johnson 
uses knowledge gained from the Dead 
Sea Scrolls to present a study of Jesus 
in the geographical, cultural and re- 
ligious background of His time. Much 
information is given on the political 
turmoil which existed. 

However, if the thought of archae- 
ology reading frightens you, I can sug- 
gest a very easy, pleasant way to get to 
know of life in Bible times. Fiction— 
novels. Much fine fiction has carefully- 
researched Biblical settings. Quickened 
by a story true to the Bible, you can 
learn, without realizing it, details of 
dress, work, custom and everyday life. 

A good example is Thomas Mann’s 
The Young Joseph or Joseph in Egypt 
(Knopf). The first covers Joseph’s 17th 
year to the time he is sold into slavery 

Egypt; the second, his life on the 
estate of Potiphar, her false accusation 
of him to her husband. 

The Prophet, by Sholem Asch, tells 
the story of the second Isaiah, con- 
sidered a true builder of Jewish and 
Christian ideals, and a link between 
the Old and New Testaments. De- 
picted are scenes of daily life in Baby- 
lon, the Hanging Gardens, the city 
walls, the gates of Ishtar. Other books 
by Sholem Asch are: The Apostle, 
Moses, and The Nazarene. (All G. P. 
Putnam). 

The Silver Chalice, by Thomas B. 
Costain (Doubleday) tells the story 
of early Christian tribulation with 
scenes in Antioch, Rome, Jerusalem. 
Based on legends told following the 
Crucifixion, it describes the life of the 
artisan who fashioned the silver chalice 
from which Christ drank at the last 
supper. 

The Crown Tree, by LeGette Blythe 
(John Knox Press) is a powerful novel 
set in Rome and Palestine during the 
first century of Christianity. 

The Gifts, by Dorothy Clarke Wil- 
son (McGraw-Hill), dramatically and 
reverently recreates the twelfth year of 
Jesus’ life. Before writing this book, 
Mrs. Wilson visited Nazareth, followed 
the same roads and visited the same 
spots that Jesus knew as a youth. 

Quite a reading itinerary? You'll find 
yourself going eagerly from one book 
to the next, where a new topic waits 
to intrigue you to still another. Of 
course, the books mentioned are only 
some of those available. And there are 
new books being issued from day to 
day. Your librarian and bookseller can 
make additional suggestions.

“One God, not eight million, that is 
joyful news to me.” This was the testi- 
mony of a Japanese Christian convert. 
From earliest times, every Jewish child 
has been taught to say “Hear O Israel: 
The Lord our God is one Lord.” It is 
from this unity all other unity stems. 
Jesus’ claims to oneness with God shocked 
the Jewish religious leaders. Once Paul 
was found by Christ on the Damascus 
road, he completely surrendered and ac- 
cepted without reservations Jesus’ deity. 
The Holy Spirit, the Father and the Son 
were one God to him. This unity ex- 
pressed itself in the church. 

There are many good reasons for the 
unity of the church. “In union there is 
strength” is certainly true. Practical con- 
siderations of the war against the devil 
and his cohorts suggest the importance 
of church unity. But Paul did not begin 
there. Rather the church is one because 
it is the body of Christ and Christ is one. 

There were many churches in the first 
century, the result largely of Paul’s evan- 
gelistic journeys. How diverse they were! 
Many races were included. Some Chris- 
tians were poor, others were rich; some 
were unlearned, others were highly edu- 
cated. Many talents, greatly different, 
were consecrated to the service of Christ: 
Christians were like the various parts of 
the human body—hands, feet, lips and 
eyes. Christ was the head, mastering each 
part and unifying all in His service. 

There are today over 250 Christian de- 
nominations with millions of members. 
If the center of their faith and hope and 
love is Christ, they will recognize each 
other as brothers and co-operate with 
each other in a common surrender to 
their Lord.

to be done; it has done them already.” 
Luther was not fond of James because 
his opponents so often quoted James to 
prove that works were a means for sal- 
vation. Good works will always result 
from real faith. Paul, too, always thought 
of faith as fruitful, the living root from 
which good works grow. He would have 
had no controversy with James when 
good works were offered as the visible 
proof of faith. 

A man entirely misunderstood the Gos- 
pel when he said, “I do not need to live 
a good life, for I’m not trusting in my 
own merits. I am trusting in the merits 
of Christ!” He was dishonest and immoral 
and dared to tell his pastor that it was 
none of his business what kind of life 
he lived. “Faith without works is dead”— 
such faith simply is not faith. Society has 
a right to demand that the churchmember 
try to live his faith. 

The church must be concerned with 
social sins, It seeks the redemption of the 
whole man—mind, soul and body. Sins 
of the body inevitably affect the soul. 
Jesus’ miracles of healing show His con- 
cern for healthy bodies. Even in His days, 
drunkenness was one major cause of lost 
souls. Our twentieth-century church can- 
not be blind and dumb in the presence 
of the growing menace of drunkenness in 
America. 

We are told that sixty million drinkers 
spend nine billions a year for alcoholic 
drinks. This costs industry at least a bil- 
lion dollars in careless workmanship and 
lost time. It costs taxpayers another billion 
for courts, prisons and all the means used 
to handle the crimes, poverty and broken 
homes that result from drinking, A few 
years ago woman drunkards were greatly 
in the minority, but this is no longer true.

70 disciples out, two by two, on such a 
program. This is only one way of answer- 
ing Christ’s call. 

“Each one win one” is a simple and 
over-worked slogan. But the call is to each 
one of us, not alone to professionals—not 
alone to pastors, not alone to church of- 
ficials, not alone to visitors specially 
trained and commissioned, To be an alert 
Christian each one of us will spread the 
good news personally. To make a friend, 
to meet anyone under favorable circum- 
stances, will spell opportunity for saying 
a good word for Jesus Christ. Jesus put 
it straight to the man He had freed from 
demons: “Go home to your friends and 
tell them how much the Lord has done for 
you and how he has had mercy on you.” 

Tact is needed to be a winning witness 
for Christ. How wonderfully Jesus suited 
His methods to the persons He won to 
discipleship. Nicodemus, the proud Phari- 
see; the Syro-Phoenician woman; the 
woman of Samaria; Zaccheus, the crooked 
tax-gatherer; the thief on the cross—He 
won each of them with infinite tact.

Many 
rules of good salesmanship apply, bur 
Christian tact goes far beyond Dale Car- 
negie formulas for influencing people. 

Evangelism is not mechanical but vital.

No one will be impressed with our wit- 
ness who is not impressed with the evi- 
dences in us of Christ’s power to save.

The Chureh and 
World Evangelism 


MATTHEW 28:18-20; ACTS 13:1-3; 
ROMANS 1:14-18 


“The evangelization of the world in 
this generation!” In my youth this was 
the challenging slogan of the student mis- 
sionary movement. Inspiring leaders like 
Robert E. Speer and John R. Mott helped 
us believe that it could be realized if 
we took it seriously. But the church only 
half believed. Great strides ahead were 
made but too little and too late to evan- 
gelize the world. The world is not even 
half Christian. 

Eastern religions, once lethargic or on 
the defensive, now are awakening. Bor- 
rowing our methods they have become 
aggressive. While in Honolulu two years 
ago, I heard an American Buddhist monk 
“sell” his faith before a Rotary club. 
Buddhist Sunday schools are functioning 
in competition with the churches, Na- 
tionalism, racism and classism vie with 
Christianity for men’s devotion. There is 
no other assurance of one world outside 
of Christ. 

Our missionaries are doing more for 
American security than any other single 
factor. Doors to Christian missions are 
closing rapidly in many countries. This 
generation needs to be challenged anew 
to the world task of the church. Wesley 
understood the sweep of Christ’s concern 
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when he said, “The world is my parish.” 

Security for our Western freedoms is 
not the basic reason for taking our world 
mission seriously, Loyalty to Jesus Christ 
demands it, When the church loses its 
world concern it loses Christ. “God so 
loved the world” is no little gospel. It is 
the Gospel. To limit our love to any- 
thing less is to limit our love to Christ. 
We must be willing to accept wholeheart- 
edly God’s purpose that all men should 
hear the good news of redemption from 
sin and death. When we fail to do all we 
can to reach all the world with the Gospel, 
we fail our Lord. The church is worthy 
of being “The Body of Christ” only when 
it is thoroughly missionary.

The Chureh Observes 
the Sacraments 


ROMANS 6:3, 4; 
1 CORINTHIANS 10:14-22; 11:26 


It is quite impossible to satisfy Chris- 
tians of all denominations in any discus- 
sion of the sacraments or ordinances. In 
general, a distinction is made between 
sacrament and sacrifice. In the sacra- 
mental parts of worship, God speaks to 
us, God serves us through His Word, The 
sermon, the reading of God’s Word, the 
proclamation of God’s saving grace—these 
are sacramental. Sacrifice is our act of 
worship. Prayer, the offering, the confes- 
sion of sin— these elements are all of a 
sacrificial nature. 

Baptism and the Lord’s supper are acts

Paul 
finds at least a six-fold blessing in it. 
1. It both judges and saves depending 
on our sincerity in its reception. 2, It pro- 
claims the Lord’s death, bringing it into 
the living present, 3. It is a new covenant 
with our Lord. 4, It offers personal, living 
fellowship with Christ, 5. It offers broth- 
erly, loving fellowship with those who 
commune with us, 6, It looks to the future 
as well as to the. past. “For as often as 
you eat this bread and drink the cup you 
proclaim the Lord’s death until He 
comes.” (I am indebted to Ethelbert 
Stauffer’s New Testament Theology, Mac- 
millan, for the above outline. ) 

The sacraments (or ordinances) go be- 
yond reason to revelation for their au- 
thority and power, Countless millions con- 
tinue to receive through them the living, 
loving Christ.

with him just before you go to sleep. 
Ten minutes before the church service 
on Sunday morning, walk into his study 
and tell him that some of the church 
women don’t like the way his wife 
dresses. Make him an errand boy for all 
the church organizations, Don’t give 
him any secretarial help, and be sure 
that he does all the mimeographing 
himself. Remind him frequently how 
much better his predecessor was at 
preaching, or pastoral calling, or teach- 
ing Sunday school. Of course, none of 
these things is very terrible in itself, 
but with three or four hundred other 
members to help you, you can get to- 
gether enough straws to break the 
camel’s back. 3 

5. Starve him. If you want to be 
literal about it, just cut his salary a 
little more, and that will take care of it. 
But this is not what I have in mind. 
Every minister soon discovers that 
some of the world’s loneliest men spend 
all their lives in the midst of a crowd. 
A good minister seldom has much time 
by himself, but the very fact that he 
belongs to the clergy keeps most of his 
people from treating him as they do 
their other acquaintances. A minister 
likes friends just as does anyone else, 
but not many of the church’s members

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are sure how they ought to act in his 
presence, and they find it safer to keep 
him at arm’s length. For that reason 
most ministers live a somewhat lonely 
life, and if you are looking for a spot 
soft enough for your spear, this is a 
good one to try. 

Don’t treat your minister as a person: 
treat him as a toy god to be kept in the 
seclusion of the church and the par- 
sonage during the week and wound up 
on Sundays so that he can perform cute 
tricks for the congregation. If he and 
his family show signs of being wel- 
comed into the friendship of any of the 
people in the community, start shout- 
ing about the minister playing favor- 
ites. It may require a little time to break 
down your minister’s resistance by such 
starvation, but if you don’t give up too 
soon, the time will come when you see 
the pallor on his cheeks. 

6. Poison him. Don’t be too obvious 
about this method, or you will betray 
yourself, Just keep the doses in modera- 
tion, and they can work wonders for 
you. One way to begin might be the 
casual remark that the newly-elected 
superintendent of the church school 
plans to run for mayor next fall and 
that he has probably taken the church 
job for no other reason than currying 
favor. A few days later you might shake 
your head and express your conviction 
that if the minister knew the whole 
truth about his deacons, he would cer- 
tainly be ashamed to have them as 
leaders of the church, Still later, you 
drop the hint that the pastor of the 
church across the street is not as true a

friend of his as he may have thought. 
Some people may call this malicious 
gossip, but if your conscience troubles 
you, tell yourself that you are only try- 
ing to keep your minister informed. In 
any event, the whole purpose is to 
destroy his confidence in his congrega- 
tion, to keep him awake nights while 
he wonders what is true and what is 
not, and to make sure that the ground 
on which he stands is as swampy as 
possible. Your aim is to make him 
doubt his own insights, to wipe out his 
faith in human nature, and to get 
enough cynicism into his mind and 
heart to leave him a broken individual. 


O:; COURSE, there are in addition 
many other ways of killing your minis- 
ter. For example, you could stab him in 
the back by urging him to speak out 
boldly in the pulpit on some important 
matter of community concern and then 
disowning him when he faces opposi- 
tion in powerful places. Or you could 
drown him in the icy waters of your 
ridicule when he has shared with you 
a hope which is dearer to him than his 
life. Or you could break his heart by 
letting him dream long dreams about a 
church composed of men and women 
who love their neighbors as they love 
themselves and then tearing those 
dreams to pieces by your unfriendliness 
toward your fellow members. 

When you stop to think about it, 
the real wonder is not that so many 
churches kill their ministers as that so 
many ministers survive their churches!

Today’s medical knowledge renders 
all lands fairly safe. Then, there were 
no friendly younger Churches. Now, 
numerous younger Churches and 
throngs of fellow-Christians abound. 
The advantages these conditions offer 
for church increase are tremendous. 

Yet, despite this blaze of opportu- 
nity, adequate church growth is not 
occurring. 

Christians comprise two per cent of 
the population of India, one per cent 
of China, one-half of one per cent in 
Japan and even less in many other 
lands. In many places the younger 
Churches have stopped growing. 

A Church of 120,000 in 1930 has 
only 130,000 members twenty years 
later in 1950. One of 2,500 in 1925 has 
only 300 more, thirty years later—and 
is assisted more greatly than it was 
then. A Church of 51,000 communi- 
cant members in 1930 has not grown 
significantly since then. One “great 
mission work” turns out to have nine 
little congregations connected with it. 
These average 163 members each, 
made up chiefly of employees of the 
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mission. Membership has remained at 
about this figure for the last fifteen 
years. We must not despise “the day of 
small things,” but neither need we con- 
done them when larger things may be 
reasonably expected. 

Scores of such illustrations can be 
given. If a Church conserves even its 
own children, it will normally grow at 
about 20 per cent a decade. Many 
younger Churches are not obtaining 
even this growth. 

There are, to be sure, encouraging 
exceptions (some of which I have 
already mentioned) which suggest 
that growth is far more possible than 
we think. But let us frankly recog- 
nize that, taken broadly across the 
Churches and continents, church 
growth is commensurate with neither 
the effort applied nor the opportunities 
God gives us. 

Even worse, lack of growth is pass- 
ing for good churchmanship and good 
missions. It excites no adverse com- 
ment. We often defend it as “breadth” 
in missions. 


Many missions and younger 
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Churches work complacently at per- 
fecting what they have, failing to 
search for ripe populations and trust- 
ing that a sound Church will later on 
grow automatically, This might be 
good missions if we had a thousand 
years and no competition. But we do 
not have a thousand years. We possibly 
have only today—and tremendous com- 
petition. If we do not win responsive 
people, Communism, Hinduism or 
Islam will. 

Yet we display neither perceptible 
sorrow over small increase nor resolute 
action to replace it with New Testa- 
ment growth. Commonly a feeling pre- 
vails that great church growth is per se 
unsound and somehow discreditable. 

God’s people often become content 
with carrying on “good” church and 
mission work, whether church growth 
results or not. Other things than har- 
vesting ripe fields capture our atten- 
tion. Organizational changes from for- 
eign to national leadership, the drive 
to church union, meeting the multitu- 
dinous physical needs of mankind—all 
desirable activities—come, mistakenly, 
to be thought of as the essence of mis- 
sions. God has ripened many popula- 
tions, but the chief forces of His 
Church are busy at useful tasks other 
than harvesting. 

If it is true that many opportunities 
(even for good reasons) are not made 
to yield maximum church growth, have 
we not indeed lost our way? 

In a multi-million dollar enterprise 
(which is what the mission enterprise 
is) the right road is a matter of enor- 
mous importance. Laymen and _ lay- 
women, who have the _ Christian 
mission so greatly at heart and who in 
the long run provide both the funds 
and the missionaries to carry it out, 
must face the alternatives and make up 
their minds. For themselves they must 
decide: “Have we lost our way in 
missions?” ' 

There are many ways of getting lost; 
indeed, the difficulty is not in losing 
our way but in keeping our sense of 
direction. It is a rare mission which 
escapes all the deviations, And it is a 
rare church which itself has the main 
direction unabashedly in mind. 

The first deviation is the imagining 
that in some vague way other religions 
confer salvation and hence their fol- 
lowers do not need the Saviour. Any’ 
person who believes this weakens his 
own will to propagate the Christian 
faith. The Christian mission becomes 
to him something like UNICEF. Chris- 
tians get off on this trail while looking 
for that excellent commodity—a gen- 
uine respect for other men’s opinions 
and a humble, Christian way of com- 
mending Christ. 

But do other religions confer salva- 
tion? Can we correctly say, “You follow

Thus it was that this fine young 
couple thought they had escaped the 
handicaps and heartaches of a mixed 
marriage. Unfortunately, they did not. 
They ran into the usual troubles—in- 
terfering relatives, bickering over the 
baptism of the baby, a lack of basic 
respect for the religion of the other. 
Having maturity and sense, and loving 
each other, they sought advice—this 
time from a Protestant minister. He set 
their feet on the road to a happy and 
successful marriage.

Next, don’t neglect the 
Biblical material, especially that which 
relates to the church seasons, Be sure 
to give the missionary material serious 
consideration. Don’t overlook the 
young people. Buy some things they 
can use. Stick to the universal themes: 
how to get on with each other; how to 
get on in the home; how to grow up. 

Where will you get the money? In 
the big or little church, you will get it 
where you get money for lesson ma- 
terial, flat pictures, chalk, and for paper 
and crayons—out of the budget. Film- 
strips should not be looked upon as 
extras any more than blackboards or 
other equipment. Christian teaching is 
important. We need a variety of the 
best teaching tools. Let’s plan to pay 
for them. No church is too poor to 
budget a little money each year for 
good and useful materials. 


Story of Jesus Filmstrips 

“What did the leper look like?” 
asked a First Grader whose teacher 
was telling them about how Jesus 
healed people. That question, you will 
quickly see, reflected two things—inter- 
est and the child’s inability to get back 
across 2000 years. A third thing, too, 
it highlights how hard it is even for 
adults to span time and distance. 

Here, then, is a cluster of three rea- 
sons why we use filmstrips. They keep 
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interest alive, they span time, and they 
serve to reach from here to there, This 
helps the child learn. It helps the 
teacher to teach, That is why filmstrips 
are becoming so very important in the 
curriculum of the church school. 

Our little girl—-the First Grader— 
and others like her ought to see The 
Healing of a Leper, one of the 24 film- 
strips in the Story of Jesus series for 
small children. I suggest that you show 
it several times, using your own com- 
mentary. 

Use filmstrips over ana over, each 
time for a good and specific purpose. 
If you do, you will be able to move 
faster and won't exhaust the attention 
span of the child, so frequently done 
even with the use of visual aids. 

We commend all of the Story of 
Jesus for your serious consideration. 
Such Biblical material is basic—to all 
ages, to almost all courses.

your way, I'll follow mine, and we'll 
both get to God”? Must not all of us 
follow God’s way? Religion is a matter 
of truth. The world’s religions teach 
important doctrines directly opposed 
to those of Christianity. All cannot be 
equally true. 

Our Lord said, “No man comes to 
the Father but by me.” He made many 
similar statements. If what He said 
about Himself and what the Church 
has always claimed about Him is true, 
then all without Him—whether they be 
our own children or men in far-off 
lands—are really lost. Missions then 
become a matter of winning lost men 
to belief in the Saviour and to the 
abundant eternal life resulting from 
such belief. It cannot be “co-operating 
with religious men everywhere in fur- 
therence of good ends.” That is a road 
leading somewhere else. Christians 
walking on it have lost their way in 
missions. 

The second deviation substitutes 
good deeds done to men for the win- 
ning of lost men to Christ. The Chris- 
tian mission becomes charity on the 
other side of the world. 

These good deeds today fall into 
three catagories. First, those done 
among men we would win to Christ. 
We heal the sick, teach the children 
and serve the unfortunate—to com-

mend the Gospel. Second, those done 
among immature younger Churches. 
We run schools, hospitals and agricul- 
tural works that our sister Churches 
may grow up literate, have more 
health, grow more food and be more 
vitally Christian, Third, those done 
exclusively as service to man. We feed 
the hungry, clothe the naked and reha- 
bilitate victims of disaster simply as a 
Christian response to human need. 

Beyond question, in this needy 
world good deeds in each of these 
catagories should be done. Christians 
should overflow in good deeds! We 
would not be disciples of Christ unless 
we did. 

Yet, equally beyond question, the 
physical and educational needs of 
mankind are so limitless that we can 
pour into them ten times the present 
total resources of missions and neglect 
entirely discipling the nations, which 
is the unique benefaction that Chris- 
tianity has to offer. It is easy to stress 
good deeds so greatly that in the midst 
of a ripening world the Churches make 
minor advances. In many areas exactly 
this is happening. 

Today the difference in standard of 
living between America and less for- 
tunate countries makes American 


Christians uncomfortable. Pressed by. 


this difference, “serving men” comes, 
one way or another in all three cate- 
gories, to absorb the lion’s share of 
mission resources and even to supplant 
winning men to Christian faith. Mis- 
sions become charity to unfortunate 
men of lower standards of living. But 
our distinctive task is to bring lost men 
of both lower and higher standards of 
living into redemptive relationship to 
Jesus Christ, who alone is the Way, 
the Truth and the Life. 

We should unquestionably do good 
deeds—as long as they do commend 
the Gospel. But we should recognize 
that often we go on putting dispropor- 
tionately large efforts into good deeds, 
particularly of the institutional variety, 
long after it has become clear that 
these do not commend the Gospel 
enough to lead men to espouse it. 
When this happens, missions at that 
point have lost their way. We have 
substituted good deeds for the better 
deed of bringing men to Christian 
commitment, 


Ws should unquestionably do good 
deeds—as long as they nourish a living 
Church which grows and brings men 
to salvation. But we should recognize 
that we often get tied up in aid to 
contentedly static younger Churches 
which take large amounts of aid with- 
out manifesting ability to reproduce. 
A mission which for forty years hap- 
pily spends the bulk of its resources in 
aid to a younger Church which in- 
creased only from 4,000 to 4,500 mem- 
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bers has, in my opinion, lost its way. It 
has substituted good deeds for mission. 

We should unquestionably do good 
deeds—as long as such welfare work

uate without learning what methods 
of increasing sound churches have 
proved successful in the lands to which 
they are going. In a day when many 
populations are ripe, if any seminary 
fails to make its missionary graduates 
experts in ingathering, can we believe 
that it is really on the main road? 

A fifth wrong turn—failure to gather 
and use accurate meaningful reports 
on membership increase—almost guar- 
antees staying lost. 

Statistics are, to be sure, published 
annually, But since all the membership 
figures for each land are lumped to- 
gether, statistics are not meaningful. 
Cases of no growth cancel cases of 
great growth. The owner of fifty stores, 
if he knew only that his chain made 
one per cent profit, and did not know 
the profit or loss of each store, would 
have similar statistics. 

Supporters of missions are usually 
given general. aims, interesting inci- 
dents, a few victorious examples and 
are left unaware of the size of the 
Church concerned or of its rate of 
growth. Many a board of missions 
meets annually and votes hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to its missions 
without being aware of the degree of 
church growth achieved by each, The 
businessmen on the boards would 
scarcely treat their corporations in this 
manner. 

All this is commonly defended by 
saying, “We are not interested in mere 
numbers. Ours is a spiritual task.” All 
of us would agree that numerical in- 
crease is not the whole story. Ours is 
in truth a spiritual task. There should 
be growth in grace, self-support and 
Christian action as well as in numbers. 
Yet numbers of the redeemed are 
never mere. They are not the only 
factor, but they are one chief factor. 
They should not be ignored. 

To carry on missions paying no 
attention to increase of Christians and 
churches is like farming and paying no 
attention to how many bushels per 
acre are produced. Failing to secure 
meaningful records of actual church 
growth and to take these into account 
when working for and administering 
the church or mission is an excellent 
way to stay lost. 

Christians should calculate over the 
last 30 years for each field in which 
their denomination has work, the 
amount of church increase versus the 
amount of money as well as mission- 
aries expended. Often there would be 
no correlation, But can we win the 
world for Christ unless there is corre- 
lation; that is, unless we _ direct 
maximum resources to maximum op- 
portunities for church growth? 

A missionary society has four mis- 
sions on which it has spent $100,000 
a year for the last 17 years. The four 
churches have grown from 24,000

members to 27,000 members, It has a 
fifth mission which received $3000 a 
year during this period. Its church 
grew from 6000 to 15,000 in the midst 
of a responsive population of 125,000. 
Christians who contributed $1,751,000 
to those five missions probably never 
troubled to discover how much they 
were spending on each mission for how 
much church growth. If they had, they 
might have put enough more into Mis- 
sion Five to enable it to disciple a 
much larger part of the 125,000. 

Let us now look at three actual 
fields. Missions today often mean situ- 
ations like these. 

First, take Puerto Rico. Lutheran, 
Congregational, Presbyterian, Evan- 
gelical, United Brethren, Baptist and 
Episcopalian Mission Boards carry on 
work here, obtaining slight, or zero, 
church growth. Their churches all told 
had about 15,000 communicants in 
1940 and have about 18,000 today. 
Methodists and Disciples are obtain- 
ing substantial church growth. From 


- 6,000 they have increased to about 


13,000. The Assemblies of God, the 
Church of God and the Seventh Day 
Adventists have increased even more, 
from about 6000 to 23,000. 

Each board assists its static or grow- 
ing churches in one or more of the 
following ways: subsidy to ministers, 
educational and medical work, rural 
reconstruction, building grants, train- 
ing ministers in seminaries. 

In a land where it is abundantly 
possible to win men and women to 
faith in Christ, several mission boards 
are settling for “good work” which 
adds very few members, 

A second arresting case comes from 
Formosa. About 100,000 highlanders 
in six tribes, speaking six languages, 
live in its eastern mountains. A tre- 
mendous people-movement to Christ 
started among them in 1945. By now 
about 40,000 have been added to the 
Presbyterian Church. Four hundred 
new congregations have arisen. All in 
all, a memorable achievement. 

But for a more adequate discipling 
and perfecting of this great body of 
converts in six separate language 
groups with not one gospel in any of 
their languages, twelve families of 
missionaries could well have been 
devoted in 1948 exclusively to a crash 
program of Bible translation, two to a 
tribe. Twenty-four families could well 
have been assigned, four to a tribe, to 
live in tribal centers, to shepherd the 
Christians and help bring in the whole 
100,000 people. Twelve families could 
well have been located, three each, in 
four theological training schools, in the 
four chief language areas. Twelve 
medical missionaries were - urgently 
needed. to stop inroads of disease. 

At least sixty missionary families, at 
the rate of one person to 2000 of the

Do 
you not think it would please Him won- 
derfully, that you should now have your 
part in a testimony that warns Israel of 
the wrath to come? 


And do you know a better way to please 
Him, than to snatch a few brands from 
the burning, a few Jewish souls that will 
be your trophies when at last you lay your 
burden down and meet Him face to face? 


The time is short. That is why we keep 
reminding you of the privilege of sharing 
with Him in His yearning over the lost 
sheep of the House of Israel; and that is 
why so many of the Lord’s choicest saints 
are counting it a joy to fellowship with us 
in our God-given task of these last days.

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winnable population, were needed— 
yesterday. But the missionary enter- 
prise, because of prior commitments in 
other lands to many younger Churches 
which were not growing, had by 1956 
assigned only ten families to the high- 
landers, Of the ten, only two knew any 
of the highlander languages or were 
living among the highlanders. 

We cannot dismiss the highlander 
case as Canadian, English or Formosan 
Presbyterian business. It might have 
happened in any of our Churches or 
missions. 

A striking example comes from 
Burma—Judson’s land—in a recent in- 
fluential book, Christianity and the 
Asian Revolution. One of the authors 
points out that the Baptists in Burma 
now number 195,169 adults, or a total 
community of about 383,000, He goes 
on to say: “The Karen Baptist Church 
is one of the strongest Churches of 
East Asia; its record of self-support has 
been the envy of many Churches in 
this part of the world. Strong, self- 
reliant and vigorously evangelistic, it 
has produced some very fine Christian 
leaders.” This author says it has grown 
largely from the Animistic tribes, 
whereas from the Buddhists all Chris- 
tians (Anglican, Wesleyan, Methodist 
and Baptist) “do not exceed 12,000 at 
a generous estimate.” 

He then goes on to say that Burma 
has many as yet uncommitted tribes- 
men and a Buddhist mission was or- 
ganized in 1946 to win these to Bud- 
dhism. This mission now has 14 sta- 
tions and 65 missionaries. The tribes- 
men are so ripe that they can be won— 
so the Buddhists think—for either Bud- 
dhism or Christianity. 

On the basis of these facts one 
would expect a ringing call to back up 
the “strong, self-reliant, and vigorously 
evangelistic church” of 195,000 as it 
pressed forward to the evangelization 
of its responsive relatives. On the 
contrary, the following extraordinary 
conclusion is found, parentheses and 
brackets ours: “The Church in Bur- 
ma must not in the days to come, 
follow the line of least resistance or 
most response [i.e. among the Gospel- 
accepting tribesmen] but devote more 
of its attention to the presentation of 
the Gospel to the [Gospel-rejecting] 
Buddhists.” 

To work where God is granting har- 
vest, there to multiply churches—says 
the author—is “to follow the line of 
least resistance”! When men are not 
being won, there to spend precious 
resources is—he says—good missions! 

A conviction that something else is 
better than harvesting souls and plant- 
ing churches lies one way or another at 
the bottom of much of our lostness in 
missions. Something else, be it “sowing 
in hope,” “building world friendship,” 
“feeding the hungry,” “creating an 
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educated Church,” “ making the 
Church socially effective,” or a hun- 
dred other good aims, is to many Chris- 
tians more important and more urgent 
than winning the winnable. 

How shall we find our way in mis- 
sions? 

Leaders of younger churches will 
give one answer, missionaries another, 
board secretaries a third, and lay sup- 
porters—important members of the 
team—a fourth. Yet there are courses 
of action possible for each of us. 

The following, carried out by each 
in his own sphere of responsibility, 
would help enormously. 

Think of missions as, specifically, 
winning men and multiplying churches. 
Realize that while there are many 
other good aims, church growth is the 
central continuing business of mission. 
Mission succeeds only as churches , 
multiply in land after land. 

Each of us can without siclogy 
regard Christ as the only Saviour. 
There is salvation in no one else. He 
who has the Son has life; he who has 
not the Son has not life. 

Each of us can find out how much 
church growth is resulting from mis- 
sions for which we share responsibility 
and how much it is costing. The degree 
of fulfilment of the Great Commission 
is subject to analysis. We all ought to 
know how we are progressing 

Each of us can become aware of 
“ripe” areas. They are more numerous 
than we think. They exist in many 
lands. Some churches or missions in 
almost every land are achieving vigor- 
ous church growth. They can show us 
the way. Even in populations supposed 
to be unresponsive, some Christians 
are demonstrating how men can be 
won. If we start looking for ripe areas 
we shall find them. By looking, we 
shall focus attention on the main task. 


WV E can each pray that church 
growth may recover its primacy. That 
all concerned in mission, at every level, 
may be deeply concerned about church 
growth, be quick to recognize respon- 
sive populations, be sensitive to ways 
in which men may be won. 

We can each give to missions. 
Churches which do not grow should 
of course not be abandoned; some day 
they may become the “ripe” field. But 
the most desperately needy fields are 
those where great ingathering puts 
tremendous strain on churchmen who 
need all the resources they can get. 

Steps like these will bring us back 
from our deviations, back to the high- 
way leading to the City of God. The 
most certain way—and possibly the 
only way—to reach that City is to mul- 
tiply Christians and churches every- 
where. 

That is the world mission of the 
Church. THe END 
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| \° MORE IMPORTANT service is given by any church- 

member than that of keeping house for her church. 
Few people are aware of the hours of preparation that precede 
a regular service. But let one article be placed carelessly in 


7 the sanctuary, let a hymnal or two be upside down in the racks, 


or a streak of dust mar the pulpit, and the thoughts of some 
members of the congregation will be distracted from the serv- 
ice. 

Many churches have Chancel Committees or Altar Guilds 
responsible for maintenance of altar appointments. Some con- 
gregations have Church Housekeeping Committees whose re- 
sponsibilities range farther afield in the church. The duties of 
such groups provide a satisfying opportunity for service—al- 
most on a spiritual plane. 

The regular work of committees goes on uninterrupted all 
year round, but in the spring of the year, as in our own homes, 
it is good to double-check each detail, make sure that every- 
thing is in order and attend to those once-a-year, or twice-a- 
year cleaning jobs. Perhaps you can also find ways of im- 
proving your work or saving yourselves effort. 

If your church has a maintenance committee composed 
largely of men who attend to such things as the heating sys- 
tem, painting and decoration, repairs, installation of new 
equipment and care of the (Continued on next page) 
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MAKING PARTY SANDWICHES 


AINTY, delicious sandwiches decorate the tea table or 

prettify a salad luncheon plate. And “know-how” 

makes the preparation easier. Here are some tips on good 
sandwich making. 

To make sandwich rolls, remove crusts from one loaf of 
unsliced bread; then slice lengthwise % inch thick. Place 
between two layers of damp linen cloth for an hour so 
slices will roll easily. Spread slices of bread with generous 
layer of sandwich filling. Roll firmly; then wrap in waxed 
paper so roll will hold shape and stay moist. Place in re- 
frigerator an hour or so, When ready to serve, unwrap, cut 
each roll into five slices. 

To make ribbon sandwiches, spread one slice of bread 
with butter and a sandwich filling, place a second slice 
of bread on top, and spread that with butter and another 
kind of sandwich filling. Place a third slice on top of this. 
Trim crusts, and cut lengthwise through all three slices of 
bread, making four narrow strips. 

To make stuffed roll slices, hollow out club rolls with an 
apple corer, and stuff with sandwich filling. Wrap in foil 
and chill, and at serving time cut crosswise in half-inch 
slices. 

For best results use fresh bread with relatively firm 
texture for both closed and open-faced sandwiches, Use 
fresh bread with a soft texture for rolled and pin-wheel 








grounds, you might like to hold a joint 
meeting of the two committees at this 
time. With an exchange of ideas, de- 
tails needing attention will less likely 
be overlooked, Let the whole group 
take a tour of the church, making notes 
of improvements and repairs needed. 
Ask your local fire department to send 
a representative to accompany you on 
this tour and make recommendations 
for safety precautions. 


HIS is a good time to have the 
organ and its motor checked for defec- 
tive wiring, as well as to have it tuned. 
Pianos throughout the church should 
also be tuned, and all keyboards 
washed with soap and water. Wood- 
work of pianos and organ should be 
thoroughly cleaned and polished. 

Cleaning of the floors, vacuuming of 
carpets and dusting of woodwork and 
pews must be done each week. If you 
have a fulltime custodian, the house- 
keeping committee may have charge 
of overseeing his work. If your cus- 
todian works only part time, the com- 
mittee’s work may include helping 
him, especially with those extra jobs 
that need to be done monthly, such 
as vacuuming upholstered furniture, 
airing draperies and polishing floors. 

Sometimes a women’s group does 
the more fastidious cleaning of the 
sanctuary and is responsible for plac- 
ing and straightening hymnals, con- 
tribution envelopes, pencils, and what- 
ever is needed in the hymnal racks. 
Once a month’ members of the house- 
keeping committee remove all cover- 
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ings from the altar and lectern and 
thoroughly dust and wax the wood- 
work, air and shake the coverings, or 
launder them if they are washable, and 
replace. In many churches paraments 
are changed according to the seasons 
of the church year. 

If candles are used in your services, 
check to be sure they are long enough 
to last through another service, and 
clean wax savers each week and re- 
place them. Check each article in the 
sanctuary to be sure it is in its right 
place and adjusted at the correct angle. 
Once or twice a year all draperies or 
coverings should be dry-cleaned. 

All silver, copper or brass used for 
church services should be cleaned as 
often as necessary. A solution of vin- 
egar with as much salt as will dissolve, 
makes a good tarnish-remover for brass, 
bronze and copper plate. Articles 
should be rinsed with clear water. A 
commercial silver polish will both clean 
and brighten silver pieces. 


You may prefer to lacquer such 
articles as crosses and candlesticks, 
and if they are not handled too often, 
they will not require cleaning for sev- 
eral years, only a regular wiping with a 
chamois, Paste, liquid or cream wax 
will also forestall tarnishing on silver, 
brass or copper. When wax or lacquer 
begins to wear off, remove it with tur- 
pentine, benzine or acetone. Be careful 
of fire when using benzine. 

Oil makes the best polish for bronze 
articles, although usually they are 
treated so that they need only dusting. 


You can keep chromium plate in good 
condition by wiping off with warm 
soapy water. Clean wrought iron with 
kerosene or benzine. Keep a careful 
watch for rust on wrought iron, Rub- 
bing with a thin coat of vaseline helps 
prevent rust. If you do find rust spots, 
rub them smooth with steel wool, then 
apply a coat of red lead and two coats 
of black paint. Finish with a coat of 
spar varnish. 

Nothing harder than a_ fingernail 
should be used to scrape candlewax 
from metal candlesticks, Use hot 
water or wipe with benzine. Rubbing 
the inside of the bowl with a light oil 
makes it easier to remove the wax 
there. 


Ber ORE and after a Communion 
service, baptism or other special serv- 
ice, the housekeeping committee will 
have the Communion (or other special ) 
vessels to take care of. If these are made 
of silver, they should be cleaned before 
each service, as they should never ap- 
pear tarnished. You may cut down the 
work of cleaning silver with the care 
with which you store it. Church silver 
should be stored in a locked safe with a 
curtain of tarnish-proof material hung 
in front of the shelves, or in separate 
bags of tarnish-proof material. 

It is a good idea to have a special 
drawer, basket or box in the church 
for sewing equipment, including black, 
white, violet, gold, red and green sew- 
ing cotton and silk for mending church 
linens, vestments or hangings, There 
should be thimbles, needles, pins, scis- 
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sandwiches. Use variety breads, as well 
as enriched bread, for a wider selection 
of sandwiches. Possible combinations 
are chopped ham and pickle on en- 
riched white, cream cheese on date 
nut, chopped American cheese and 
green olive on whole wheat, sliced 
tongue on rye, chopped egg on white 
or whole wheat or pumpernickel. 

For easy spreading, soften butter or 
margarine in advance. Spread to the 
edges of the bread slices, as this forms 
a protective coating and prevents a 
moist filling from soaking into the 
bread. A combination of half butter 
and half margarine is an economical 
spread. Add eye appeal to sandwiches 
by including high color ingredients, 
pimientos, eggs, olives and pickles. Us- 
ing canned baby food saves chopping 
meats for fillings. 

Of course sandwiches can be pre- 
pared long ahead, if you have a freezer 
to store them in. Just remove an hour 
before serving time and slice.

sors, a tape measure, black and white 
buttons and name tapes for vestments. 

If your church uses many linens, sew 
tapes on the under side of the hem 
on each end to save unrolling linens to 
find out which is which. To avoid 
creases, keep clean linens on rollers 
covered in white cotton flannel or blue 
quilted material. You can obtain such 
rollers from any store selling material 
by the vard. It is better to do church 
laundering and mending in the church, 
if you have a place for it. If it must be 
taken home, keep the things in a sepa- 
rate box or basket. Don’t overlook the 
church flags. They should be kept 
clean and mended. Either launder or 
dry-clean. 

Is the flower committee a division of 
the housekeeping committee in your 
church? There should be a place where 
these women may fill vases before 
bringing them into the sanctuary. A 
few blossoms may be adjusted after the 
vases are set in place, but the real 
work of arranging should be done out- 
side. Be sure to remove flowers at the 
end of the service and not leave them 
to wilt. Keep a list of shut-ins to whom 
they may be sent, or this may be taken 
core of by the church office. 


Untess choir members are respon- 
sible for laundering and mending their 
own vestments, your committee will 
need to function here, or this may be 
delegated to a _ special committee. 
Separate closets for robes of each choir 
right in the rehearsal room are good, 
but even when space is limited and 
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kK think of honoring your church custodian with a party? A parent- 

teacher association wanted to present the school custodian with a gift 
in appreciation of his 25 years of faithful service to the school, so they 
made the presentation at a surprise coffee hour in his honor. Called in 
from shoveling snow to lend a hand, as his custom was, with the coffee 
service, he found himself welcomed as guest of honor. 

The president of the P-TA, the school superintendent and a member of 
the school board were there to offer their congratulations, as he was given 
a gold wrist watch engraved, “To Jim for loyal service, 1933-1958.” There 
was also a check made up of contributions from hundreds of grateful 
mothers who had benefited from his service. 

You don’t need to wait for an anniversary to show your appreciation. 
A coffee hour in honor of your custodian might be a very appropriate affair 
for March. Make it informal so he won’t be uncomfortable. 

You can buy toy models of all sorts of household equipment—brooms, 
scrub brushes, pails, mops, dust pans, carpet sweepers. Fill a toy scrub 
pail with flowers for your centerpiece and arrange around it other toy 
implements, or fasten them two and two against a wall with handles 
crossed, You might even include a few toy boxes of soap powders and 
detergents arranged artistically around your centerpiece. The toys may be 
saved for the Christmas toy collection or given to the custodian if he has 
children or grandchildren. 

Serve the usual coffee and sandwiches and Danish pastries or whatever 
is usual in your group, A large flat cake is easy to cut into squares and 
provides a big surface on which to write your message in contrasting icing, 
“In honor of (name of custodian).” Decorate the cake with an icing outline 


of a mop and pail or broom and dustpan. 

If you want entertainment, make it something the custodian will en- 
joy—a film, music or a brief program by the children—but keep it short. 
Whatever you do, make him feel like a king for a day.

there is just one closet for all vest- 
ments, careful organization can elimi- 
nate confusion. Robes may be name- 
taped and placed in the order in which 
choir members are arranged. 


Roses need to be pressed often and 
dry-cleaned at least twice a year. 
Washable ones will need laundering 
oftener and collars should be laun- 
dered and starched every week. Check 
robes regularly for torn buttonholes, 
loose buttons and ripped hems, and 
give them an occasional airing in the 
sunshine between cleanings. The more 
care you take in keeping everything 
orderly and immaculate, the more im- 
pressed young people will be with the 
importance of their service in the choir. 

Your committee may receive com- 
plaints if details are occasionally over- 


looked, but don’t expect to be tossed 
many bouquets for your work, Your 
own satisfaction in the tidiness and 
order of your church is your best com- 
mendation. Remember how the Psalm- 
ist preferred being a doorkeeper in the 
house of the Lord to living as owner 
somewhere else. 

Detailed information for the care of 
altar appointments may be found in 
the booklet, “Good Housekeeping in 
the Church,” by Katharine Morrison 
McClinton and Isabel Wright Squier, 
published by Morehouse-Gorham, New 
York. This was written as a guide to 
Altar Guilds of the Episcopal Church, 
and is particularly helpful in liturgical 
churches.

mor. This condition is determined by 
heredity. Perhaps I can explain it most 
simply by saying that my paternal 
grandfather had a certain pattern of 
baldness beginning in the middle 
decades of his life. My father followed 
suit; so did I and my two sons. If I 
live long enough, I shall watch my 
grandchildren with interest. And that’s 
it. 

You can dose it with salves and sun- 
burn it with lamps. You can jiggle it 
with massagers and pour on the tonics. 
But when you start using a washcloth 
in lieu of a comb, you may as well 
relax, grin and bear it, and get your 
satisfaction from observing that medi- 
cal dermatologists belong to the club, 
too. One positive action is to buy a 
toupee. If it’s a good one and you start 
using it soon enough, you may get by 
without being too conspicuous. Or you 
can keep your hat on. 

Baldness, except for alopecia are- 
ata, is seldom a problem with women. 
For one thing, while their hair may thin 
as they grow older, a genuinely bald 
woman is a rarity. This is probably be- 
cause hair and its growth is closely 
related to the sex glands. And, of 
course, a woman could wear a trans- 
formation or even a wig and cause 
much less comment than would a man 
with a toupee. 

Good appearance of the hair is not 
merely a personal asset but it has an in- 
fluence in social life and even in busi- 
ness. Despite many pious protestations 
to the contrary, business and industry 
still tend to slam the door in the face 
of the older worker, especially one 
seeking a job or trying to switch from 
one job to another, Dyeing the hair has 
therefore become not merely a question 
of looks, but in many instances an 
economic necessity. 

Hair dyes have existed since earliest 
recorded history, just as have most 
other cosmetics. The oldest dye, henna, 
is a vegetable substance, reasonably 
harmless if not used to excess. Juices of 
nuts and herbs have been used as hair 
dyes, usually with poor results. Metallic 
dyes, especially with salts of copper, 
bismuth and lead give better colors, 
but are prone to cause poisoning. The 
best and safest hair dyes are those of 
the aniline group, which have been 
used for millions of dyeings without an 
appreciable number of bad results. 

To use a hair dye safely, it is best 
to consult a competent beauty oper- 
ator, who can see what she is doing, 
rather than to try groping around your 
head yourself. 

Properly applied, with adequate pre- 
liminary preparation, an aniline hair 
dye should be safe and satisfactory. 
The essential preliminary is the skin 
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test for sensitivity. This is done by 
painting a skin area about the size of 
a quarter, in a sensitive locality, with 
the dye, and observing it for 24 hours. 
A spot behind the ear, or on the inner 
surface of the upper arm is a good 
location. If there is no irritation, itch- 
ing, swelling or other unpleasant ac- 


tion, it is safe to use the dye as directed. 
Important caution: No hair dye must 
ever be applied to eyebrows or lashes; 
blindness has resulted from so doing. 
For these areas, mascara or eye-pencil 
should be used. 

Cold waves done at home are in- 
creasingly popular, as are the profes- 
sional permanents done by experienced 
operators. Since curls excite admira- 
tion, there is no point in saying that 
too much waving of the hair is not good 
for it, though that is the fact. If milady 
must have waves, she can be reassured 
that reputable beauty shops will wave 
her hair safely, and that she can do 
it herself too, if she will follow direc- 
tions carefully. That’s what directions 
are for. 

"With the advent of chemical prepa- 
rations, the use of egg in shampoos and 
lemon rinses has tended to die out. A 
hair rinse may contain a dye or bleach, 
or a creamy substance to help control 
the hair after a shampoo. There is little 
danger in these products, and the 
choice becomes a question of prefer- 
ence. 

The air is filled, literally, with hair 
lacquers these days. Lacquering the 
hair with a film-forming substance such 
as a resin, wax or oil is nothing new 
either, but the dispensers now in vogue 
are new. These pressure dispensers, or 
aerosols, operate in the same manner 
as do insect aerosols. The lacquer is 
dissolved in alcohol, and propelled into 
spray by pressurized freon, a non- 
flammable gas. Used as directed, with 
special attention to keeping the spray 
out of the eyes, and keeping it off the 
skin, a hair-spray is a definite help in 
hair grooming. It is without danger if 
there is no open flame nearby to ignite 
the alcohol. 

While lack of hair poses a problem 
principally for men, too much hair and 
hair in the wrong places is often an 
annoyance to women, and sometimes 
even to men, Superfluous hair can be 
treated in a number of ways. Over 
fairly large surfaces such as arms or 
legs, it is best merely to bleach it if 
it is fine in texture, Shaving is next 
best. Fine-textured stones are available 
to rub the hair off but delicate skins 
may not tolerate this friction well. 
Chemical depilatories which dissolve 
the hair may also injure the skin, and 
after repeated use tend to leave pig- 
mentation. For the relatively few but 
coarse hairs which appear in isolated 
“instances, the best treatment is elec- 
trolysis—the electric “needle”—per-

Medical 
dermatologists can often recommend 
such a person, or may have the service 
available in their own offices. 

There is a lot of nonsense abroad 
about hair and its care. Cutting or shav- 
ing does not coarsen the hair; any short 
hair is more bristly than the same hair 
when it is longer. The old custom of 
singeing the hair to “seal the life in” 
is without justification; the hair has 
no life, and it isn’t a tube that can be 
sealed. Hair grows gray or white be- 
cause deposit of pigment fails as new 
hairs grow. By a process of replace- 
ment, the hair grows first gray, then 
white: sorrow or suffering is usually 
coincidental and not causative. As for 
the hair which turns white over-night— 
show me! 

There are a few cautions which ap- 
ply to all types of hair care prepara- 
tions. They must be used as directed. 
The chemical agents which they con- 
tain have been proved safe in vast num- 
bers of experiences when properly 
used. It must be realized that any 
substance, no matter how inherently 
harmless to most persons, may have 
allergenic properties toward certain in- 
dividuals. This may cause skin irrita- 
tions, inhalation symptoms like hay 
fever or asthma or digestive upsets or 
general illness. In such a case, the cos- 
metic is not to blame. The reaction of 
the individual is abnormal. The remedy 
is simple: use no more preparations of 
similar formula, Many of the better 
manufacturers will inform a physician 
in confidence about the composition of 
their products, to aid him in helping 
his patients to avoid allergies. 

Common sense, selection of products 
with a reputation, following the direc- 
tions, discontinuing use if anything 
seems not quite as it should be, prompt 
consultation with a physician when 
required—that is all there is to hair

with it we feel ourselves more able 
usefully to function. But he who does 
not look beyond the body’s disability, 
is spiritually short-sighted. 

Spiritual health, mental health... 
these are more valuable than the 
body’s freedom from pain. 

The clergyman of whom I have 
often written told in church Sunday of 
a woman, hopelessly crippled in her 
body but as free in spirit and courage 
as a child running across the field. She 
works in a hospital; she wears braces 
and crutches; she is carried to and 
from the car which takes her there. I 
believe that those who come to the 
hospital sorry for themselves must drop 
their self-pity, as useless equipment, 
right there on her desk. She cares for 
her own apartment, even to scrubbing 
floors. She cared for her mother until 
she became bedridden. 

What she has is more vital than 
physical health; what she gives is be- 
yond price. 

However unhappy, frustrating or 
unsatisfactory to the recipients, life is 
an inestimable benevolence. You 
would say, -what about the millions 
living in squalor, imprisonment, mis-. 
ery? Yet they too cling to life, for some- 
where, somehow it has given them 
something. Somewhere they have 
found love; somewhere there was 
hope; somewhere compassion came 
from a stranger. 

There is a Plan, and Love and Jus- 
tice. Paul reminded us that now we see 
through a glass, darkly, but then, face 
to face.

Truth remains truth no matter what 
you do to or with it; whether you 
seek, find, ignore or repudiate it, In 
Christianity and many other religions 
the Golden Rule is implicit. Some per- 
sons don’t believe in it, yet preach it; 
which is hypocrisy, Some believe and 
preach but do not practice it; this is 
lip service. But the Rule remains. 

There is no reward for preaching 
what you do not try to practice. Few of 
us live 24 hours a day by the Golden 
Rule, however much we believe in and 
know its truth. Yet perhaps in five 
minutes of any given day we have 
expressed it fully. 

Another—and increasingly fashion- 
able—tenet is rooted in truth. Every- 
where we hear that we must be 
tolerant. How I despise this smug 
word, Let us say understanding. “Do 
not criticize,” a wise man said in my 
hearing, “try to understand.” Under- 
standing even in part is an expression 
of respect for the human spirit. 

By this means, we are told, peace 
will eventually come to this hysterical, 
confused planet. For understanding 
starts in the family, moves through the 
community, the state, and the nation 
to other nations and the world. 

But how many express the spirit of 
understanding rather than the letter? 
We are proud of being “tolerant” in a 
theoretical sense. But when such toler- 
ance might embarrass us, socially or 
publicly, or an opinion is at variance 
with our own, understanding flies out 
the window. 

Many profess themselves as lowly, 
they say they walk in humility. Here 
again is a spiritual smugness. The peo- 
ple I’ve known who walked, as far as 
I could see, in humility, did not creep; 
they were upright! They did not think 
of themselves as humble. They thought 
of themselves—if at all—as living, for- 
ward-going people whose lives were 
given them as a stewardship. 

The world, they tell us, is in a peril- 
ous state. I suppose people have been 
saying that for twelve thousand years. 

God’s plan is universal. He knows 
all about this speck of cosmic dust we 
call the earth and the space beyond it. 
It is still true today as Thoreau said in 
1851, “Nothing is so much to be feared 
as fear.” 

Spring returns; the seasons—while 
they tell us are changing—go on in 
their miraculous cycles, “God’s in His 
heaven,” Browning said, “all’s right 
with the world.” 

It may not seem right from our lim- 
ited view and certainly any of us could 
point out where, and how, things could 
be improved. If we believe that God 
is in His heaven, all is right with our 
personal world, forever. THe Enp

within the framework of legality, yet 
a storm of opposition met the com- 
mittee from its very inception. One 
police official defended legalized vice. 
An elected public official bluntly told 
the committee he intended to let Post- 


office Street alone. “I don’t approve of - 


it, but it’s part of the industry of our 
town and it’s a million-dollar industry,” 
he said. He shrugged off the ASHA 
report which pointed to Galveston’s 
rising venereal disease rate. 

Soon the committee felt other forms 
of criticism. After several energetic 
sermons supporting the drive to clean 
up Galveston, one clergyman was 
asked by businessmen in his congrega- 
tion to “preach about something else.” 
An executive of a radio station who 
was active on the committee charged 
that several big advertisers had threat- 
ened to withdraw their accounts. Local 
mobsters who ran the vice syndicate 
made threats of physical violence. A 
state senator who joined the committee 
was warned he was “committing polit- 
ical suicide.” 

But the Rev. Mr. Bulgerin, president 
of the Galveston Ministerial Associa- 
tion, and Simpson, a Galveston lawyer, 
only increased their fight. Newspapers 
all over the state gave wide publicity 
to the campaign and one prominent 
Galveston citizen came to the com- 
mittee and asked to join. “I saw two 
high school kids being hustled into a 
brothel by prostitutes on Postoffice 
Street last night,” he said. “I’ve 
changed my mind. I used to turn my 
back on the problem.” 

More and more other members of 
the community rallied to the com- 
mittee’s ranks. In the face of this public 
pressure, the city officials weakened. 
Finally police raided 55 clubs, 150 
taverns and 10 brothels, arresting 100 
prostitutes. The committee said this 
was a good beginning, but Postoffice 
Street was still wide open and. 400 
prostitutes remained. 

The ministers issued a press release, 
pointing out that for years high schools 
all over the Southwest had been send- 
ing student tours to picturesque Gal- 
veston, and warned of the dangers to 
teen-agers in the resort city. Several 
neighboring communities announced 
they canceled such tours. The commit- 
tee also pointed out that many families 
were moving out of Galveston because 
they would not raise children in such 
an environment. 

Mr. Bulgerin, Slutes and others took 
the problem to Will Wilson, the State 
Attorney-General. Recently, Simpson, 
a founding member of the committee, 
was appointed Special Attorney-Gen- 
eral for the county. Working closely

pledged that the anti-prostitution laws 
would be enforced. They have been to 
the point that the committee, with 
most of Galveston solidly behind it, 
can now proudly say that Galveston is 
no longer the “most wide open city in 
the United States.” 

Slutes and other ASHA officials are 
proud of the committee’s work and 
point out that other communities 
which face the same problem can 
learn a great deal from the lesson of 
Galveston, And Slutes particularly has 
praise for the ministers “In this fight,” 
Slutes said, “the Protestant clergy 
played an important and consistent 
role and at times, when the cause 
seemed hopeless and citizens were 
afraid to associate themselves publicly 
with us because of political or eco- 
nomic reprisals, it was the clergy who 
kept hammering away. They did a 
magnificent job.” 

During the past 15 years, a similar 
job has been done in other commu- 
nities such as Peoria and Danville, 
Illinois; Richmond and Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia; Phoenix, Arizona; San Diego 
and San Francisco, California; Seattle, 
Washington. In each case the vice syn- 
dicate was well entrenched, often pro- 
tected by local police and _ public 
officials. Rooting out prostitution is 
never an easy fight and is made all the 
more difficult, ASHA officials warn, by 
those community leaders who simply 
face the problem by turning their 
backs on it. 

Sometimes prostitution becomes a 
political issue. Six years ago a new 
reform administration took over in the 
brothel-infested city of San Antonio 
with the support of the voters. The 
victors were swept into power on the 
issue of cleaning up their “racket- 
ridden, wide-open city.” George M. 
Roper, newly-elected police commis- 
sioner shook up his department, made 
R. D. Allen police chief and in three 
weeks San Antonio became a closed 
town. During the raids on the houses 
of prostitution, Roper’s daughter had 
a phone call. “If your dad doesn’t stop 
these raids, we'll take a shot at you,” 
she was warned, “Sorry,” she said, 
but “there are five or six ahead of you.” 

San Antonio is now a clean city. 

In practically every community, 
elimination of the semi-legal centers 
of prostitution resulted in a decreased 
venereal disease rate. Leading doctors, 
social workers and other experts in the 
field have for years pointed out the 
fallacy of the arguments for “legal” 
prostitution. In a recent speech Ray H. 
Everett, executive secretary of the 
Social Hygiene Society of Washington, 
D. C, stated: 

“One after another, the European 
countries have given up legally-regu- 
lated prostitution for the best reason 
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teaching in small classes. High academic 
standards, Christian faculty, modern cam- 
pus.

Red-light districts, despite carefully 
devised regulations, always have been 
centers of crime and disease. No legal 
code ever enacted has been efficient 
enough to control the traffic in women 
and children which goes hand in hand 
with tolerated prostitution. Nor have 
health regulations been invented which 
are sufficiently ingenious to control the 
activities of the death-dealing habitue 
of the vice districts, the tiny but potent 
spirochete of syphilis.” 

Therefore, in the fight against vene- 
real disease, abolition, not regulation 
of prostitution is one of the answers. 
As Lord Kitchener said many years 
ago, “I have found that it pays us bet- 
ter to try to make men moral than 
attempt to make immorality safe.” 

Despite the successes in Galveston 
and other cities, prostitution _ still 
flourishes in some sections of the 
United States. Reason: too many peo- 
ple who look the other way. 

Social hygiene experts and the U. S. 
Public Health Service warn that the 
general public is lulled into over-op- 
timism by the glowing reports of the 
cure-all for V.D.—penicillin. The drug 
has proved medically successful in 
treatment of venereal infections, but it 
can help only when it gets to the pa- 
tient. And because of the social nature 
of the disease, many victims of syphilis 
try to treat themselves, particularly 
teen-agers afraid of parental wrath. 
Penicillin is effective only when used 
and the rising rate of V.D. among 
youngsters clearly shows the “wonder 
drug” is by itself no answer. 

Typical reports on teen-age victims 
from around the United States are 
contained in the February 1957 joint 
statement of the Association of State 
Health Officers, the American Venereal 
Disease Association and the American 
Social Hygiene Association: 

Los Angeles: “Gonorrhea, 1954— 
12.8% in 15-19 age group; 1955-13.9.” 

South Bend, Ind.: “Greater number 
infected with gonorrhea at a younger 
age than before.” 

Kansas: “... the trend toward gon- 
orrhea infection at an early age seems 
to be continuing.” 

Oklahoma: “Approximately 40% of 
infectious venereal disease cases are in 
the 14 to 21 age group.” 

Mississippi: “The average age has 
dropped approximately a year in the 
teen groups.” 

Organizations such as the American 
Social Hygiene Association are de- 
manding a nation-wide campaign to 
face the very real problem of this rapid 
rise of venereal disease among Amer- 
ica’s youth. They point out, wisely, 
that this is a situation that calls for the 
widest co-operation of all Federal and 
State agencies, and, above all, a fam- 
ily education program.

What can you do? First of all, dis- 
cuss the problem with your law 
enforcement officers. They are human 
beings. Most of them are family men 
and they like to have good citizens for 
their friends.

Report to your police and public 
officials those persons whom you have 
reason to feel are engaged in the 
organized prostitution racket, If you 
can’t get action from them, write the 
American Social Hygiene Association, 
1790 Broadway, New York 19, N. Y., 
for suggestions on how to form a 
citizens’ group in creating a whole- 
some community. 

Support appropriations for crime- 
prevention activities, such as youth 
centers and_ recreational facilities. 
Lend your support to raising educa- 
tional qualifications and salaries of 
police officers. . 

Work closely with school authorities. 
The boys’ and girls’ advisers in the 
high school, know about local prob- 
lems facing young people—and can tell 
you what to do to help. Another rally- 
ing point is your local newspaper. Any 
newspaper would be delighted to “cru- 
sade” against local evils, but too many 
times they’ve been left high and dry 
by the massive unconcern of the citi- 
zenry. Assured of public support, they 
will readily do battle. The Chicago 
Tribune set the pace 20 years ago in 
fearlessly speaking about venereal dis- 
ease and prostitution.
